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Union savs action could mean £1 off a p int 


DRINKERS could enjoy up 
to three months of cut-price 
boozing if Kent pub tenants 
decide to protest against 
high rental charges. 

Up to £1 could be knocked off the 
price of a pint of lager if managers 
refuse to sell the alcohol supplied by 
their landlords, and instead purchase 
it cheap from a wholesaler. 

According to the GMB union, large 
pub firms are charging tenants as 
much as four times the levels assessed 
by the Valuation Office Agency (VOA) 
as being fair open market rents. 

The potential for industrial action 
was discussed by Kent managers at a 
meeting in Chatham on Thursday, 
with lead organiser Hayley Brennan 
claiming it will be “great for the con¬ 
sumer” if the boycott goes ahead. 

She added: “It would entail pub ten-

ants turning their brew line service off 
and buying their alcohol from some¬ 
where else. 

“Because they would be able to buy 
for a much cheaper rate, we could be 
looking at anywhere between 80p and 
£1 off a pint. We would also embrace 
the full 12-week period trade unions 
have under this action, which would 
be good news for drinkers. 

“However, there’s a very big climate 
of fear between tenants and pub own¬ 
ers and in that climate some of our 
managers don’t like their landlords 
knowing they’re in the union. So we’ll 
be asking them what levels of action 
they’re prepared to take.” 

According to the GMB, one pub 
manager in Gillingham is being 
charged £35,696 a year in rent - 
almost 300 per cent more than the 


£9,100 VOA assessment the union 
claims is based on a formula agreed 
with the British Beer and Pub 
Association (BBPA). Another tenant 
in Maidstone is paying £28,000 per 
year, just over 245.7 per cent more 
than the £8,100 VOA assessment. 

Earlier this month KOS Media 
revealed how 210 Kent pubs have 
gone out of business over the last 13 
years, and Mrs Brennan says more 
will follow unless rates are reduced. 

She added: “The overall decline in 
alcohol consumption in society has 
coincided with the private equity 
inspired financial engineering in tied 
pubs, which has gone badly wrong. 

“This has resulted in sky-high rents 
for tied pubs, giving rise to inflated 
prices which drive customers away. 

“This has led to an even greater 
decline in alcohol consumption in tied

exists. A BBPA spokesman said: “Contrary to 
the GMB’s assertion, the BBPA has not 


agreed any formula with the VOA for the cal¬ 
culation of rates. It would be entirely inappro¬ 
priate to do so. 

“While the rateable value for pubs is 
derived from the commercial market rent, it 
is not the same as the commercial market 
rent and this applies to all commercial prop¬ 
erty. All pubs are assessed for rates on exact¬ 
ly the same basis as all other commercial 
properties.” 


‘Transparency’ on KCC 
big wigs’ pay packets

DETAILS of senior officers’ pay 
and expenses are to be published 
online as part of a radical move by 
County Hall chiefs to open up 
their budget books to the public. 

From the end of the month, taxpayers will 
be able to see exactly how money is spent as 
part of a major overhaul looking to improve 
the relationship between Kent County 
Council and the community it serves. 

In what is claimed to be the start of a trans¬ 
parent future for the authority, senior staff 
earning £85,700 or more will have to publish 
their expenses, salary and the hospitality 
they receive, and the number of staff earning 
between £48,000 and £69,000 will be pub¬ 
lished. The council will also publish a list of 
invoices every month for all expenditure over 
£500, and contracts valued at more than 
£50,000 will be disclosed. 

Speaking at a cabinet meeting this week, 
group managing director Katherine 
Kerswell, who took over the top job from chief 
executive Peter Gilroy in July, said the move 
was a big step forward. Mrs Kerswell is lead¬ 
ing the new ‘open’ culture of greater trans¬ 
parency. She said: “The experience of councils 
that have done a little of this has shown 
increasing confidence from their communi¬ 
ties. Staff will have to learn new disciplines 
about recording what money is used for.” 

The change forms part of the coalition

Government’s plans to improve transparency 
in local authorities and to create better rela¬ 
tionships with communities. In a report dis¬ 
cussed by senior members and officers of the 
council, KCC stressed that people should be 
able to access information easily. 

The report states: ‘We must explain to resi¬ 
dents, in plain English, how we are achieving 
best value for the taxpayers’ money that we 
spend. In the changing landscape of the pub¬ 
lic sector, KCC views transparency as a fun¬ 
damental principle of how we do business. 


“Staff must understand that the public has 
a right to know how taxpayers’ money is 
spent and how effectively it is used. 

“It is about embedding a mindset that 
assumes all information (with well defined 
exceptions) will become publicly available.” 

Cllr Roger Gough, cabinet member for cor¬ 
porate support services and performance 
management, said there were a number of 
things the Government had indicated local 
authorities should be doing. 

“However, it is also important to emphasise 
there are things we think we should be 
doing,” he said. “The world is changing and 
the way in which we can interact with citi¬ 
zens is changing. I want to work with the 
spirit as well as with the letter of the new leg¬ 
islation and I’d almost say the spirit is the 
more important thing.” 

Every KCC department has been told to 
ensure confidential information is not pub¬ 
lished. With the process under way, informa¬ 
tion from each area of the authority is sched¬ 
uled to be published online over the autumn. 

Debra Exall, head of strategic policy and co¬ 
author of the transparency programme 
report, said the change was an exciting step 
into the unknown. 

“There is huge potential for engaging resi¬ 
dents in analysis and discussion of informa¬ 
tion which will help us all shape the future 
direction of public services in Kent,” she said.

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World Cup 
plot pair 
grounded 


TWO drunks who hatched a plan to steal from a pub safe 
and jet off to the World Cup in South Africa have had 
their wings clipped by magistrates. 

Barman Michael Frampton, 20, and regular George 
Warner, 27, were boozing with the landlord at the Wall 
pub in Whitstable when they decided to steal £5,773 
from the safe after he went to bed. They planned to see 
the England v Germany match, and were caught at 
Gatwick after buying tickets to fly to Turkey. They were 
so drunk they originally tried to fly from Mansion, which 


doesn’t offer long-haul passenger flights. Canterbury 
magistrates gave Frampton, of Nightingale Avenue, 
Whitstable, a 120-day jail sentence, suspended for 18 
months, an 18-month supervision order, a six-month 
alcohol treatment order and a six-month curfew. 

Warner, of Argyll Road, Whitstable, was given 90 
days in prison suspended for a year, a 12-month 
supervision order, alcohol treatment, and a three- 
month curfew. 

Both were ordered to pay £904.54 compensation.

Olympics call goes out to

“We don’t want people who only want to do it 
because they want free tickets or want to get 
backstage and speak to Usain Bolt. 

“This is about taking on people who want to 
push themselves beyond the boundaries.” 

Cllr Mike Hill, KCC cabinet member for commu¬ 
nity services, said: “Being an Olympic and 
Paralympic Gamesmaker does require commit¬ 
ment and time, but as with all volunteering, the 
benefits are always worth it for the experience.”

30,000 jobseekers 
across the county 

MORE than 30,000 Kent people were on the 
dole last month, according to latest unemploy¬ 
ment figures from the Government. 

Medway has the most unemployed in the 
county with 3,923 claiming Jobseeker’s 
Allowance in August, followed by Thanet 
(3,923), Swale (2,868) and Shepway (2,413). 

Tunbridge Wells residents are coping best 
with the downturn, with 1,178 on the dole, 
while west Kent neighbours Sevenoaks (1,178) 
and Tonbridge and Mailing (1,418) also have 
relatively low figures. 

The remaining numbers are for Ashford 
(1,745), Canterbury (2,077), Dartford (1,899), 
Dover (2,005), Gravesham (2,307) and 
Maidstone (2,157). Nationally there was an 
increase of 286,000 people in work. 

Employment minister Chris Grayling said: 
“The jump in employment is good news but 
doesn’t disguise the fact the system is failing to 
get people on welfare into jobs. It is neither fair 
for the nearly five million people on benefits, 
nor the taxpayer who supports them.”

OLYMPIC rowing legend Sir 
Steve Redgrave has stuck his 
oar into the controversy sur¬ 
rounding the collapse of the 
Building Schools for the Future 
(BSF) programme. 

This week, the five-times gold medal¬ 
list visited several Kent schools 
rebuilt before the scheme was 
scrapped by the coalition 
Government and told KOS Media 
there would be an “outcry” if 
those left out in the cold were 
not restructured in some way. 

Sir Steve - widely regarded 
as Britain’s greatest ever 
Olympian - is now an ambas¬ 
sador for building consultan¬ 
cy firm Gleeds, which worked 
on several completed BSF 
projects in Gravesham. 

“The living and 
working spaces 
at the schools I 
visited were so 
impressive,” he 
said.“Everything was so 
open and spacious and every 
pupil is encouraged to con¬ 
tribute. They’re not locked up 
in a box and made to feel differ¬ 
ent to everyone else, like I was 
when I was younger. 

“I can’t believe this 
Government won’t carry on the 
project in some way because 
there will be a public outcry if it’s 
not resolved. I’m sure something 
along the same lines will materi¬ 
alise eventually - it has to.” 

The schools Sir Steve visited on Tuesday 
were Northfleet Girls’, Northfleet 
Technology College, St John’s Catholic 
Comprehensive and Thamesview - four of

just 11 schools which have been rebuilt or 
are currently under construction. More 
than 40 have missed out on funding previ¬ 
ously promised to them, sparking concern 
among heads that they will now be unable 
to compete with the rest. 

Sir Steve, who grew up 
in Buckinghamshire, 
said good schooling 
was vital in the 
preparation of the 
Olympic stars of the 
future. “It’s very impor¬ 
tant, especially when you reach 
secondary level and up to uni¬ 
versity,” he said. 

“That’s when children discov¬ 
er their sporting talents and 
you can see who is at the top 
end in terms of ability. 

“But there’s got to be a bal¬ 
ance. If a pupil is good at foot¬ 
ball, for example, then he 
shouldn’t be taken out of school 
to concentrate on that one thing 
because very few people reach 
that top level and they’ve got to 
have something to fall back on. 
“When I spoke to the kids this 
week I told them how I should 
have approached my studies the 
same way I approached my rowing, 
because my results were poor at 
school and my life could have 
turned out a lot different if I 
hadn’t made it as an athlete.” 
Sir Steve won his first gold 
medal in the coxed fours event at the 1984 
Olympics in Los Angeles, and followed it up 
with success at the next four Olympics: in 
Seoul, Barcelona, Atlanta and Sydney. 

He was named BBC Sports Personality of

A TORY MP has threatened to rebel against 
the coalition Government unless ministers 
ensure a fair compensation package for 
Equitable Life policyholders.

THE birthplace of the late World 
War One poet Siegfried Sassoon 
has been named Kent Village of 
the Year, writes Steve Knight. 

Matfield - part of the civil parish of 
Brenchley, Tunbridge Wells - scooped top 
prize at Wednesday night’s awards ceremo¬ 
ny, hosted by Action with Communities in 
Rural Kent. 

It also won the economy award for its new 
pub-run village shop, and finished runner-up 
in the three remaining categories of trans¬ 
port, environment and social and community 

Military Cross winner Sassoon, who died in 
1967, grew up in Matfield and made his 
name as a writer of satirical anti-World War 
One verse. 

A tree donated by his mother to mark the 
end of the conflict still stands in the village 
green, despite having to be replanted follow¬ 
ing the great storm of 1987. 

“We’re very proud of our association with 
Sassoon and are absolutely delighted to have 
been named Kent Village of the Year,” said 
parish councillor Christine Comford. 

“We worked hard on our entry and the 
community was supportive of what we were 
trying to achieve. 

“In the end I nominated 40 different busi¬ 
nesses and organisations. It was only when I 
arrived at the ceremony that I was told most

HGVs review won’t end 
lorries on rural roads 


TRAFFIC chaos caused by lorries rumbling 
through narrow country lanes is being 
tackled as part of a new roads strategy. 

Kent Highway Services plans to rewrite 
the county’s lorry route map as well as 
carry out a review of all size restrictions 
and road signs as part of an action pro¬ 
gramme expected to take between 12-18 
months to complete. 

The authority also plans to work with 
satellite navigation firms to ensure their 
devices are not sending HGVs into trouble. 

Cllr Nick Chard, cabinet member for 
highways at Kent County Council, said: 
“Lorries can cause tremendous problems 
for residents and businesses when they use 
the wrong road and get stuck. They also 
rumble through our villages day in, day out, 
in some cases causing damage to property. 

“Of course, businesses have to use our 
roads as part of their normal operations, 
but at the moment we do not have a full pic¬ 
ture of the best routes for them. 

“What we want to do is put lorries on the 
best available routes.” 

Last year nearly 3.2 million freight lorries 
passed through the Channel Tunnel and 
the ports of Dover and Ramsgate - an aver¬ 
age of 8,700 a day. 

KCC hopes its action plan will help avoid 
a repeat of the August, 2007, incident in 
Mereworth, near Maidstone, where a 


Slovenian lorry driver got his vehicle stuck 
on a narrow bend after obeying his satnav’s 
instructions to drive through the tiny village. 

The Road Haulage Association and the 
Tunbridge Wells-based Freight Transport 
Association (FTA) are both being consulted 
on the review. 

“This action plan won’t mean lorries will 
be eliminated from all rural roads because 
they still need to access businesses and res¬ 
idential properties not located on the best 
routes,” said Natalie Chapman, the FTA’s 
head of policy for Kent. 

“We also don’t want to add lots more miles 
to drivers’ journeys just for the sake of it, 
because that would mean higher costs for 
freight companies and more carbon emis¬ 
sions that will damage the environment.” 

Mrs Chapman added that while lorry- 
specific satnavs were now on the market, 
drivers should still always plan their jour¬ 
neys in advance. 

“They’re just an addition for drivers and 
shouldn’t be used as the prime routing 
tool,” she said. 

Meanwhile, Kent Highways is tackling spe¬ 
cific lorry-related issues, such as restricting 
lorry traffic through Sevenoaks High Street. 

Cllr Chard added: “The work we are car¬ 
rying out will mean we are well prepared in 
advance to tackle the demands this growth 
will place on our county.”

Last year the authority was hit with the 
news that administrators for one of the 
banks - Glitnir - were no longer regarding 
local councils as preferential creditors. 

KCC had been expecting to recoup all of 
the £15m, but may now receive only a per¬ 
centage of that figure while other creditors 
deemed a higher priority are paid first.

A HOSPITAL technician who sexually 
abused a string of women as they came round 
after surgery has been jailed for five years. 

David Foster, 56, pleaded guilty to attacks 
on four women at three hospitals outside the 
county, but there are fears further victims 
were assaulted while he worked in Kent.

Raise a mug to 
job satisfaction 


A SPUR of the moment decision helped 
Grant Chapman land the job of his 
dreams - even though it was in a direction 
he had never considered. 

The county’s fundraising manager for Macmillan 
Cancer Support says after trying numerous professions 
he now knows what it is like to enjoy work. 

He even spends most of his holidays looking forward 
to going back to his role at the charity, which is a sure 
sign of job satisfaction. But the role is something that 
came out of the blue after a snap decision to hand his 
CV to a recruitment agency. 

Mr Chapman, 33, from Chatham, had been a chef and 
worked front-of-house in restaurants, been a postman 
and trainer for the Royal Mail, and then sold toilet rolls, 
pizza concepts, and franking machines, but had not 
found job satisfaction in any of these positions. 

He said: “I went to sell an agency a franking machine. 
They said ‘no’ and I was halfway down the stairs to 
leave their office when I realised I had a CV on me. I 
went back and said I was not happy in the job I was 
doing and could I give them my CV. 

“They gave me a call a couple of months later and told 
me they had a charity job with Macmillan. 

“I said, ‘That’s all very well, but I need to be paid’, and 
they told me I could get paid for working for a charity, 
which I had never considered before.” 

After overcoming his initial reservations, Mr 
Chapman jumped at the chance as it was a charity close 
to his heart. 

He said: “I was aware of the charity as my nan had a 
Macmillan nurse, and my mum’s best friend had one, 
too. I felt it fitted perfectly and I have never looked back. 

“Both my nan and my mum’s friend died, unfortu¬ 
nately, but they could not have gone through what they 
did without the support of a Macmillan nurse.” 

Mr Chapman started working for the charity five 
years ago and has had stints as a community fundrais¬ 
er in Kent, a fundraising manager in London and corpo¬ 
rate fundraising manager in the City, before returning 


to his home county 18 months ago as the fundraising 
manager for Kent and Surrey. He said: “It makes a dif¬ 
ference if you live in the area where you work. As I live 
in Kent, I want to make a difference there. 

“When I went to work in my former jobs I used to 
think, What would it be like to enjoy your job?’ Now I go 
away on holiday and spend the whole time looking for¬ 
ward to coming back to work. 

“Macmillan is a fantastic organisation, as they are 
there from the moment of diagnosis when people are 
uncertain, worried and unclear what will happen. 

“They are there to support people and help them live 
with cancer. It is about making the most of every 
moment and I have met so many wonderful people 
through this.” 

While it has become more difficult to raise funds for 
the charity during the recession, he believes the fact 
that the charity resonates with everyone - as we all 
know someone affected by cancer - has helped. 

Dedicated 

And he praises his dedicated team who raised more 
money last year than in the previous year and are on 
target to better that in 2010. The charity’s major 
fundraising event, the World’s Biggest Coffee Morning, 
officially takes place on Friday. 

But people can hold their own events whenever it 
suits them, which could see individuals inviting a few 
friends around for a coffee and cake, schools baking 
cakes and selling them to parents, pubs holding drinks 
evenings in aid of the charity, or garden centres or 
restaurants holding big public coffee mornings. 

Mr Chapman said: “It is Macmillan’s flagship 
fundraising event and unique in just raising money for 
one charity on one official day. 

“This year is its 20th anniversary, which shows its 
longevity after being started by a committee in Kent. 

‘We set a target of 1,200 registered hosts and raising 
£215,000 in Kent this year and are on schedule, but we 
still want as many as possible to sign up and take part.”

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Dartford crossing booths 
killed off, but tolls to stay 


VICTORY has finally been 
declared at the controversial 
Dartford crossing as its congestion 
and pollution-generating toll 
booths look set to be scrapped, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

Local MP Gareth Johnson says he has 
“secured the death knell” for the booths, but 
admits motorists will still be charged to cross 
the River Thames through the use of new 
technology such as automatic number plate 
recognition (ANPR). 

The Conservative member also presented a 
petition to the House of Commons this week 
calling for the crossing - described as “a 
scar on the face of Dartford” - not to be sold or 
privatised. 

He said: “The Treasury, in these dire eco¬ 
nomic times, are unlikely to give up the £42 
million revenue raised from the tolls each 
year, but they are at least listening to a com- 
monsense approach to ending the congestion. 

“These new systems may take some time to 
implement, so in the meantime it is vital we 
see more occasions when the tolls are suspend¬ 
ed to ease congestion. 

“People frequently raise the issue of the cross¬ 
ing with me and when they do they generally 
have three complaints: firstly the congestion, 
secondly the pollution, and thirdly the cost. 

“Although these changes would not deal 
with the cost, they would remove the first two 
concerns.” 

The Dartford crossing has been a con-

tentious issue in Kent for many years, fuelled 
by a decision to keep the toll charges even 
after the cost of the Queen Elizabeth II bridge 
- opened in 1991 - was met 12 years later. 

Opposition to the levy intensified in 2008, 
when increased costs were introduced at cer¬ 
tain times of the day. 

Technology 

Last June KOS Media revealed the 
Department for Transport was considering the 
use of'electronic tolling’ to charge drivers who 
use the crossing. 

The technology, which was pioneered in 
Australia, uses motorway sensors to detect 
pre-paid tags attached to the inside of drivers’ 
windscreens. 


However, Mr Johnson said that following 
discussions with transport secretary Philip 
Hammond and roads minister Mike Penning, 
it appeared that ANPR - currently used by 
Kent Police to flag up law-breaking motorists 
- was the preferred method. 

“I have not achieved all that I am aiming for,” 
he said. “I still want the tolls to be scrapped. 

“Yet I have secured the death knell for the 
toll booths and an acceptance by Government 
that the status quo for the Dartford crossing is 
not an option. I yearn for the day the crossing 
is a positive thing for Dartford and not the 
nemesis it has become.” 

The campaign to remove the toll booths 
received a welcome boost in July last year 
when a major power cut meant they could not 
be used, allowing traffic to run more smoothly 
than ever before. 

The barriers were also lifted last month 
when a lorry fire on the Queen Elizabeth II 
bridge caused a massive build-up of traffic. 

Roads minister Mr Penning confirmed that 
reducing congestion at the crossing was an 
“absolute priority”. 

He added: “Our preferred option is the use of 
newer technology to allow free-flow charging, 
and we have asked the Highways Agency to 
work up proposals as a matter of urgency. 

“However, we are also willing to consider 
the possibility of lifting the barriers when con¬ 
gestion is particularly severe. 

“Any solution will need to take account of the 
potential benefits and impacts, and the need to 
maintain the safe operation of the crossing for 
the millions of its users.” 


Medway march 
for Orangemen 

UP to 1,000 hard-line Protestants are expect¬ 
ed to march through Medway next Saturday 
at the culmination of a two-day rally. 

The Orange Order’s Grand Lodge ses¬ 
sions and parade will see Orangemen from 
across Kent and the South East converge 
on the towns. 

Members will meet at the Franklin 
Rooms, in Franklin Road, Gillingham on 
Friday. 

A rally and a commemorative service will 
take place at the Naval War Memorial on 
the Great Lines the following day before the 
processions marches through town. 

More than a dozen key roads along the 
Orangemen’s route will be closed between 
3pm and 4.30pm. 

Politically, the Orange Order has strong 
links to unionism, leading to ugly clashes 
with Catholic nationalists in Northern 
Ireland, especially during The Troubles. 

However, police have played down the 
possibility of any riots in Medway. 

A spokesman said: “The event has been 
organised in consultation with Kent Police 
in Medway and Medway Council in the 
hope that disruption to the area will be kept 
to a minimum. There is nothing to suggest 
that there will be any sort of disorder dur¬ 
ing the event. 

“Roads will be closed for only as long as it 
takes for the parade to pass through the 
area. Kent police in Medway would advise 
that where possible, people avoid travelling 
in the area and those that do should expect 
to encounter some delays.” 

The Medway road closures include; 
Marlborough Road, Brompton Road, Prince 
Arthur Road, Medway Road, Richmond Road, 
Saunders Street, Victoria Street, Balmoral 
Road, Duncan Road, Nelson Road, Stopford 
Road, Canterbury Street and Pagit Street.

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Middle-aged lovers getting more sex 
diseases after marriages hit the rocks

SEX diseases are increasingly 
common among middle-aged peo¬ 
ple as a result of the growing num¬ 
ber of marriage break ups. 

While sexually transmitted infections (STIs) 
are most commonly found in the 16 to 24-year- 
old age group, new figures have revealed the 
number of older people contracting diseases is 
growing steadily 

Nationally in 2009, 13,000 men and women 
aged over 45 were treated for STIs such as 
chlamydia, gonorrhoea and genital warts - 
double the amount seen in 2000. 

And last year in the UK, there were more 
men aged over 45 with herpes than 16 to 19- 


year-old males, a finding reflected in NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent figures. 

The growing problem has prompted sexual 
health charity the Family Planning 
Association to launch a campaign - the Middle 
Age Spread - using 1970s posters to highlight 
the poor sexual health of older people. 

In NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent in 2008- 
09, the number of patients aged from 35 to 64 
years old treated for STIs increased. 

Although the rise was small - 15 more cases 
to 114 for over-45s; and five up to 197 for 35 to 
44-year-olds - in the younger age groups there 
was a significant drop in cases, with the excep¬ 
tion of chlamydia which rose by almost 100 
per cent. 

Gerald Bassett, lead commissioner for sexu¬ 
al health at the trust, said if people of any age 
have a new or casual sexual partner, using a 
condom is the surest way to avoid an STI. 


“Any rise, however small, in STIs can pres¬ 
ent a problem to the population as a whole and 
is therefore something we take extremely seri¬ 
ously,” he said. “We would urge anyone who is 
embarking on a new relationship - whatever 
their age - to ensure they practise safe sex and 
if they are at all worried, speak to a GP or 
pharmacist who can give advice on screening 
for common infections.” 

Dr Lesley Navaratne, consultant in Genito¬ 
urinary Medicine (GUM) and HIV at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
said the clinic was seeing more over-40s with 
STIs. Rates of herpes increased this year by 
more than 50 per cent since 2009, with 20 per 
cent of new diagnoses in the over-40s. 

Dr Navaratne said: “Often when long-term 
relationships, including marriage, fail and peo¬ 
ple embark on different relationships, STIs 
may begin to affect older age groups.

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“This could be because men and women in 
this age group may mistakenly think sexual 
health issues will not affect them, as the focus 
on STI prevention is on young people. 

“Also, women in this age group may not need 
to use condoms as they are using longer term 
methods of contraception or have been 
through the menopause and are not concerned 
about the risk of pregnancy.” 

A breakdown of STI figures in relation to age 
groups was not available for the whole of the 
NHS West Kent area, but the trust said people 
of all ages needed to be aware of the risks. 

Faiza Khan, consultant in public health, 
said: “Safe sex isn’t just for younger people. 
STIs affect all ages and a condom is the best 
way of protecting yourself and your partner. 

“It is so important for anyone who is sexual¬ 
ly active to have a sexual health check when¬ 
ever they change partner.” 

Last year in the UK more than 5,000 men 
and women over 45 were diagnosed with 
genital warts, and chlamydia diagnosis in 
women has gone up 95 per cent in nine years. 
Calls to the Family Planning Association 
have risen 30 per cent in three years. 

Julie Bentley, chief executive of the char¬ 
ity, said: “There is little sexual health 
information and services for the over-50s 
and current campaigns, however good, are 
exclusively for the young. 

“We need to do more to encourage the 
over-50s to access sexual health clinics.”

BOGUS charity collectors 
accused of abusing the goodwill of 
people who donate clothes have 
been condemned by a Kent MP, 
writes Steve Knight. 

Chatham and Aylesford Conservative 
Tracey Crouch is calling for a parliamentary 
debate on the issue and has also tabled an 
Early Day Motion calling for police to clamp 
down on fraudulent activity 

Her demand for action follows a BBC 
investigation that revealed Lithuanian con- 
men claiming to work for Breakthrough 
Breast Cancer had been delivering clothes 
sacks to homes in north Kent. Donated arti¬ 
cles were then sold abroad for a profit. 

“I think it’s disgusting,” said Phil Wilson, 
chairman of the charity’s mid-Kent fund¬ 
raising group. 

“They’re just vultures who prey on the vul¬ 
nerable. Quite a few of those who donate 
clothes are elderly people who want to do 
their bit because they can’t do a 
marathon or 100-mile bike ride. 

“Financially, this activity doesn’t dam¬ 
age us because we don’t do clothes collec¬ 
tions, but what it does do is knock the 
confidence of our supporters because our 
name has been linked with it. 

“But it’s not just about us because there 
are lots of other charities who don’t have 
high street branches and depend a great 
deal on these collections.” 

The Early Day Motion tabled by Ms 
Crouch last week has received 19 signa¬ 
tures so far. 

Her campaign for a clampdown was 
also commended by the Leader of the 
House, Sir George Young, after her 
appeal for a Parliamentary debate. 

The rookie MP, who won the Chatham 
and Aylesford seat from Labour’s former 
minister for the South East Jonathan 
Shaw, must now wait to see if the back¬ 
bench business committee will allocate

time for the discussion. “I’ve written to the 
Home Secretary, the police and trading stan¬ 
dards asking for some co-ordinated action on 
this,” Ms Crouch told KOS Media. “We need 
to make sure it is taken seriously. 

“Bogus charity collecting seems like such a 
small crime, but actually it causes a great 
deal of damage to charities, which should 
receive £100 per tonne of donated clothes but 
instead aren’t getting a penny. 

“It should be quite easy to catch who is 


responsible because the sacks state when a 
collection will be taking place. They also 
have mobile phone numbers on them and 
that never happens with legitimate chari¬ 
ties. Had the mid-Kent co-ordinator not 
received one of these sacks through his door 
I doubt anyone would have realised what 
was going on.”

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Fairer deal can make 
the world of difference

FARMERS toiling the fields of 
some of the world’s poorest 
nations are feeling the benefits of 
ethical vending machines 
designed and sold in Kent. 

Ubuntu Cola - made with sugar grown in 
Malawi and Zambia - is among the products 
offered by Medway-based Fairtrade Vending, 
which is the only company in its industry to 
have full backing from the Fairtrade 
Foundation. 

Medway Maritime Hospital and the 
University of Kent at Canterbury are just 
two of the locations to have taken delivery of 
one of the firm’s machines, the contents of 
which are purchased with the welfare of 
Third World farmers firmly in mind. 

“The British public is known for having a 
conscience and we are a nation of people 
who support charity,” said managing direc¬ 
tor Mike Steel. 

“That’s probably why the Fairtrade move¬ 
ment has grown so large in the UK and 
across the world, and it’s something we are 
obviously passionate about as a company 

“Considering it’s a fairly new initiative, the 
fact Fairtrade tea and coffee controls about 
20-25 per cent of the workplace market now

is staggering. All the major supermarkets 
stock it now, too, so there’s quite a lot of sup¬ 
port. People understand it isn’t enough to 
write off the debt owed by Third World coun¬ 
tries. We need to support producers to help 
them become self-sufficient. 

“All Fairtrade products come from ethical 
producers and the money goes directly to 
those in an ethical production line.” 

The purpose of the Fairtrade initiative is to 
create opportunities for producers and work¬ 
ers who have been economically disadvan¬ 


taged or marginalised by the conventional 
trading system. By requiring companies to 
pay sustainable prices which must never fall 
lower than the market price, it ensures the 
poorest, weakest producers are not discrimi¬ 
nated against. 

Based at the Medway City Estate in 
Rochester, Fairtrade Vending is a division of 
Eagle Vending Services. 

“We’ve been around for 15 years but are 
one of the pioneers on the Fairtrade side of 
things,” said Mr Steel. “We were the first to 
bring Fairtrade vending machines onto the 
market, and we’ve been supplying them for 
about six years now. 

“We’re also members of the Medway 
Fairtrade steering group.” 

Mr Steel estimates that if just 10 per cent 
of businesses and organisations in Kent 
installed Fairtrade vending machines for 
staff and customers, it would increase the 
money going to the initiative by more than 
£80,000 per year. 

He also dismissed claims the products 
available were too expensive, adding: “It’s 
pretty much on a par with the other leading 
brands. Unfortunately some firms do tend to 
oversell and that’s something we would 
strongly discourage.”

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Coin conversion 
will cost firms 
a small fortune 

VENDING machine firms have spoken out 
against Government plans to produce new 
5p and lOp coins using a cheaper metal. 

Experts say the proposals will cost the 
industry £42 million as company bosses 
will have to pay to change the settings on 
every one of the machines they lease. 

Vending machines have to be able to 
check each coin’s shape, weight and mag¬ 
netism to prevent fakes being used, and 
will need to be recalibrated to accept both 
the new and old varieties. 

“It’s a logistical nightmare,” said Matthew 
Schmidt, managing director of Rochester- 
based Vending Services.“lt’s going to cost 
us about £60-£70 a unit. That’s £10,GOO- 
12,000 we’re going to have to pay out and 
you don’t get any help to cover that. 

Struggle 

“Some companies might struggle to sur¬ 
vive, especially those already close to 
going under because of the recession. 

“But I don’t think the Government will 
take one bit of notice. They never have in 
the past.” 

Under the proposed changes the new 
coins would be made from steel instead of 
cupronickel - an alloy of copper and steel - 
due to the rising price of copper and the 
high cost of the alloy-making process. 

The Royal Mint could save as much as 
£8m a year as a result. 

A spokesman for the Treasury said: “The 
proposal to make new 5p and lOp coins 
out of nickel-plated steel rather than an 
alloy is one of many measures being con¬ 
sidered by the Government with a view to 
reducing the fiscal deficit.”

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Wind farm 
launch ties 
in with 10 
per cent 
milestone

THE world’s largest off¬ 
shore wind farm is set to 
open off the Kent coast 
just weeks after fresh 
data revealed wind 
energy production had 
reached new heights. 

Energy secretary Chris Huhne 
will unveil the 100 turbines, 
which sit 12km off Foreness 
Point near Ramsgate, on Thurs¬ 
day alongside 0ystein Lpseth, 
president of Vattenfall, the 
Swedish power company behind 
the development. 

It will be a landmark moment 
for the renewable energy indus¬ 
try, and two weeks ago the latest 
statistics from the National Grid 
revealed around 10 per cent of 
electricity was generated by UK 
wind farms. 

The Thanet Offshore Wind 
Farm, made up of 100 Vestas 
V90 turbines reaching 115 
metres at their highest point, 
will have a total capacity of 300 
megawatts, generating enough 
electricity to supply heat and 
light to more than 200,000 homes. 

A Vattenfall spokesman said: 
“This is a significant investment 
in renewable wind energy” 

Vattenfall began work on the 
£800 million development in 
2008 and the last turbine was 
installed in June this year. 

David Hodkinson, director and 
head of development at the com¬ 
pany, said it was a milestone 
moment and thanked Thanet 
District Council, Thanet College, 
and the district’s residents for 
their support. 

Cost effective 

He added: “The experience 
gained on Thanet is contributing 
to our drive to make our future 
offshore wind projects safer and 
more cost effective to install and 
operate, both of which are need¬ 
ed to establish the sector as a 
major source of low carbon elec¬ 
tricity and jobs.” 

The wind farm, located in 
water depths of 20-25m and cov¬ 
ering an area of 35 sq km, will 
boost UK offshore wind capacity 
by more than 30 per cent. 

Its upcoming unveiling follows 
the announcement by Renewable

UK, the professional body for 
wind energy, that the production 
of electricity from wind had 
reached a historical record at the 
beginning of the month. Data 
from the National Grid showed 
around 10 per cent of electricity 
delivered to consumers was gen¬ 
erated by the farms. 

Maria McCaffery, chief execu¬ 
tive of Renewable UK, said: 'We 
are expecting to see the contri¬ 
bution of electricity from wind 
gradually increase over the next 
decade to around 30 per cent. 

“These figures underpin the 
strong contention that renew¬ 
able energy - and wind energy 
in particular - is no longer alter¬ 
native. It is on the scale and 
growing rapidly.” 

She continued: “If we added 
together all the wind energy 
projects in planning to the proj¬ 
ects already existing and about 
to come on stream, we would be 
three-quarters of the way to 
reaching our 2020 targets. 

“If we count in the potential of 
offshore wind, the plan of turn¬ 
ing the UK into a net energy 
exporter does not seem unlikely.” 

Mr Huhne and other digni¬ 
taries will sail from the Port of 
Ramsgate to the wind farm for 
the unveiling. 


Archbishop makes asylum plea 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury has 
weighed into the debate surrounding 
the indeterminate confinement of ille¬ 
gal immigrants. 

Dr Rowan Williams, who is patron of 
the Dover Detainee Visitor Group 
(DDVG), visited the immigrant 
removal centre in the port town to 
highlight the plight of the 300 male 
refugees held there. 

Campaigners have fought the inde¬ 
terminate detention of detainees since 
the centre opened in 2002. 

Dr Williams took time out of his 
busy schedule ahead of the Pope’s visit 
to the UK to meet with the DDVG 

He told the BBC: “They’re almost 
seen as non-persons - people forget 
about them. 

“They have no clear legal status and 


what they need is 
relationship 
building. They 
need people to 
take them seri¬ 
ously - they need 
to know they are 
valued by some¬ 
body.” 

DDVG director 
Vebi Kosumi said 
there needed to 
be a time limit on 
how long detainees could be held. 

Currently, they can be held for as 
long as it takes to decide upon their 
future, whether it is returning them 
back to their home country or sending 
them to relatives in the UK who can 
support them financially. 


Mr Kosumi said: We would like to 
see the Government not only to put an 
end to child detention, but also to give 
adult detainees a time limit for how 
long they can be held for.” 

Mr Kosumi said asylum seekers 
should also be given the right to work 
after six months of being in the UK. 

“Once they are out of detention they 
can’t work, so what are they supposed 
to do?” he said. 

The DDVG was set up to provide 
support to detainees and their fami¬ 
lies, and offers weekly visits to the 
refugees held in Dover. 

A UK Border Agency spokesman said 
detention was the last resort, but when 
someone who has no right to remain in 
the UK refuses to leave voluntarily 
detention helps enforce removal.

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County’s empty town centres are 
determined to rise from the ashes 


ONE was the hometown of Rolling Stones’ 
frontman Mick Jagger, the other a buzzing 
seaside resort attracting thousands of visi¬ 
tors during its 60s heyday. 

But some 50 years later two of the county’s 
once-thriving towns stand almost empty as 
they try and recover from the worst recession 
in decades. 

In Jagger’s former hometown of Dartford, 
figures show 10 per cent more shops are 
vacant than in January - now 20.51 per cent 
- and in Margate the number has risen 
again, bringing the total up 0.48 per cent to 
27.55 per cent. 

Although just a small rise, the Thanet town 
sits at number three in the list of those with 
the most vacant shops in the whole of Britain 
behind Blackpool and Altrincham - down two 
places since February when it was the coun¬ 
try’s official ghost town. 

Neighbouring Cliftonville also showed a 
rise, with 3.82 per cent more shops standing 
empty since the last count six months ago, 
bringing it up to 20.64 per cent. 

But despite the dismal figures released by 
the Local Data Company, those behind the 
regeneration of the towns remain positive. 

Derek Harding, from the Margate Renewal 
Partnership, said things were on the up with 
the opening of the £17.4 million Turner art 
gallery next year and the creation of a vintage 
theme park at the Dreamland site in 2012. 

“Margate has seen a reduction of visitors

over the years which is one of the things that 
has led to the vacancies,” he said. “We’re try¬ 
ing to change that with the Turner 
Contemporary and other major projects to 
increase visitor numbers and bring different 
kinds of people in - who will spend more 
money in the shops and restaurants so we 
have more money in the town. 


“It’s not about pushing the locals out we 
just need to create a balance to meet the 
needs of visitors and the community.” 

Most high street chains, which the town 
relies on to draw in crowds, have relocated to 
Westwood Cross shopping centre, just outside 
Broadstairs, but Mr Harding said Margate’s 
old town was filling up with 70 to 80 per cent 
of properties now in use. 

He added: “Many of the shops in Margate 
that are counted as empty are in fact part of 
the regeneration and have been bought by 
investment companies. 

“It means there are a lot of properties not 
being let because of the development plans.” 

Dartford, which was placed 21st in the list of 
50 ‘empty 7 towns, one below Cliftonville, also 
has regeneration plans, including a £94m 
revamp and a 4,097 capacity football stadium. 

The borough council admitted that since 
shopping had changed over the years, the 
town had struggled to find an “identity’. 

“Major retailers have told us that existing 
shop units do not meet their needs and local 
shops face unprecedented competition,” said a 
spokesman. “The town’s new leaders are deter¬ 
mined to restore Dartford’s place as one of the 
region’s finest shopping and social centres.” 

Council leaders believe the future of the 
town depends on balancing a mix of shops. 

“It means encouraging new retailers, win¬ 
ning back the shops that have departed and 
supporting our existing traders.” 


Terror alert DJ 
jailed after blast 

A PIRATE radio DJ has been jailed for 150 
days after breaking two broadcasting laws. 

James Cooper, of Sundridge Drive, 
Chatham, was arrested in July last year after 
suspicious items, including a laptop and a 
transmitter, were found on top of a water 
tower at Blue Bell Hill. 

The 28-year-old went before Medway 
Magistrates Court on Monday where he plead¬ 
ed guilty to offences under the Wireless 
Telegraphy Act 2006. 

The court heard that Cooper’s electrical 
equipment was spotted by South East Water 
officials on Saturday, July 4, 2009. 

Fearing a potential terror risk, officers 
brought in an army bomb disposal unit and a 
controlled explosion was carried out. 

Cooper arrived at the scene and told officers 
that he had information about the equipment. 

Evidence showed he was a significant part of 
the pirate radio operation and he later admitted 
the equipment was web-streaming his pirate 
radio station and broadcasting drum and bass. 


We won’t be cloned 

Thriving High Street is a complete one-off

AS BRITAIN becomes a 
nation of clone towns suffo¬ 
cated by chain stores, one 
gem continues to shine as a 
champion of the independ¬ 
ent retailer. 

And anyone trying to change that 
will have a fight on their hands, as 
Whitstable’s residents and business¬ 
es are opposed to becoming a mod¬ 
ern-day high street. 

A study by think-tank the New 
Economics Foundation found the sea¬ 
side resort is top of the list in terms of 
diversity, with none of the ‘sameness’ 
associated with most town centres. 

Findings showed 41 per cent of UK 
towns surveyed were clones of each 
other - where more than half the 
stores were chains - and 23 per cent 
were on the verge of becoming clones. 

Maidstone, Sevenoaks and Tun¬ 
bridge Wells were all placed in the 
clone town category, with shopping 
almost identical in each of the three. 

But Whitstable was one of the 36 
per cent to have more than a third of 
its shops independent, snubbing the 
commonplace shopping experience 
seen elsewhere. 

Chris West, town centre manager, 
said opting for this kind of business 
instead of the run-of-the-mill chain 
store was the strength of Whitstable. 

“We still have retailers such as 
butchers and bakers along with 
unique shops and that’s what’s keep¬ 
ing people here,” he said. “People 
are fed-up with clone-like towns..

“There’s a real sense of ownership 
by the community and businesses. 
They are very intent on keeping 
Whitstable as it is and they don’t 
want lots of big chain stores. 

‘We’re proud of this town. People 
travel 150 miles to come here just for 
the day or when there are events on 
like the Oyster Festival. 

“Some say they don’t even know 
why they come here, they just like it 
so much.” 

Vulnerable 

Unlike Margate and Dartford, 
which have seen a rise in the number 
of vacant properties in the past six 
months, there are only three empty 
shops in Whitstable. 

Mr West added: “People are ringing 
every week asking about premises.” 

Paul Squires, co-author of the clone 
town report, said those areas most 
dependant on the big chains and out- 


of-town stores have been the most 
vulnerable to the economic crisis. 

“The government’s Big Society idea 
cannot be built on these fractured 
local economies, represented so clear¬ 
ly by the empty shop fronts along our 
high streets,” he said. 

But Mr Squires added that many 
towns, including Whitstable, are 
buzzing with initiatives and diversity. 

Elizabeth Cox, co-author of the 
report, added: “We need to complete¬ 
ly re-evaluate what we use our high 
streets for now that the age of mass 
retail is juddering to a halt. 

“Our high streets could become 
places where shopping is just one 
small part of a rich mix of activities 
including working, sharing, exchang¬ 
ing, playing and learning new skills. 

“As the hub of our communities, the 
high street could become the place 
where we begin to build a more sus¬ 
tainable world.”

Arsonists behind half 
of all fires, say brigade 

School holiday time rife for mindless acts

ARSONISTS and fly-tippers could 
end up with blood on their hands as 
they divert the emergency services 
away from life-saving work. 

New figures from Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service revealed that from September 1 last 
year, to the end of August this year, there 
were 1,784 deliberate rubbish, car and grass¬ 
land fires in the county. 

The problem was highlighted in 
Sittingboume. The station manager found 
they were still dealing with as many arson 
attacks as they were accidental blazes. 

In the past year, half of all the fire calls 
attended by crews in their area were started 
deliberately, and they tended to be in school 
holiday time.

was down on the previous year, but com¬ 
bined with the countywide figure, a further 
reduction would help avoid stretching the 
fire service and possibly putting lives at risk. 

Sittingboume station manager Gary 
Stanford said: “These sorts of fires can easi¬ 
ly spread and cause widespread damage, 
possibly even injure or kill someone. 

“They also have the potential to divert our 


crews from genuine emergencies such as 
house fires or car crashes, so it’s a waste of 
valuable resources. 

‘We need people to know that fly-tipping and 
arson are both illegal and are treated serious¬ 
ly by the courts and we urge residents to help 
us as we continue to work with our partners in 
challenging this sort of antisocial behaviour.” 

Over the past year, firefighters have been 
working closely with Kent Police and Swale 
Borough Council by monitoring and reporting 
incidents of fly-tipping, as this can often lead 
to a deliberate fire. 

And Alister Andrews, environmental 
response manager for Swale Borough 
Council, added: “Any person, or company who 
fly-tip their waste are committing an offence. 

“The effects of these actions, at a minimum 
cause a considerable clean-up cost to tax pay¬ 
ers. But if this waste is then set alight, the 
consequences can be much more severe. 

“If you use a third party to dispose of your 
waste you must check they are registered to do 
so, and that they leave you with a ‘duty of care’ 
transfer note detailing who they are, what 
the waste was, and where they are taking it. 

Failure to comply with this may result in 
enforcement action. There is no acceptable 
excuse to fly-tip waste.” 

Arson attacks that put people in danger can 
carry a life sentences if found guilty.

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Troops must stay and fight 


BRITISH troops should 
remain in Afghanistan 
until the job they have 
been given is complete, 
says a former high-rank¬ 
ing Army officer. 

Beckenham Tory MP Bob 
Stewart was a United Nations 
commander during the Bosnian 
War of the early 1990s, and told 
Parliament that soldiers involved 
in the current conflict need to be 
protected from planned govern¬ 
ment spending cuts. 

Mr Stewart was one of 310 MPs 
who voted in favour of a motion sup¬ 
porting the continued deployment of 
UK armed forces in Afghanistan, 
with just 14 voting against. 

He said: “There is now great opti¬ 
mism we will be able to reach the 
endgame and get to a situation 
where our troops can come home

and feel those who have died have 
given their lives for something 
worthwhile. 

“I pay great tribute to what our 
Armed Forces are doing and I want 
them all to come home as soon as 
possible - before 2014 if that is 
achievable - but the only way they 
can come home quickly is if we get 
it right, give them what they 
require and understand that we 
are fighting a war. 

“Let us imagine what would have 
happened if there had been reduc¬ 
tions in the defence budget when 
we were at war in 1940. 

“I know our country has a big eco¬ 
nomic problem but we have to 
make sure those people who are 
running huge risks on our behalf 
are given everything they require, 
and our support.” 


Last Thursday gave MPs their 
first opportunity to vote on the 
Afghanistan conflict since the 
country was invaded by Allied 
troops in 2001. 

The debate was held thanks to 
the insistence of the new 
Backbench Business Committee, 
which allocates parliamentary 
time not used by the Government. 

But despite the high turnout for 
the vote, less than 100 MPs turned 
up for the preceding discussion. 

Among them was Folkestone and 
Hythe representative Damian 
Collins, whose constituency is 
home to many current and ex- 
Gurkha soldiers and their families. 

He said: “We cannot cut and run 
from Afghanistan, and I do not 
believe any member of any party 
has truly advocated that today. 

‘We have obligations to the 
Afghan people and to the situation 
in Afghanistan to see through our

strategic objectives; to create a 
country where the Afghans can take 
over security operations and the 


governance of their own country. 

“There may well be a need for 
considerable reform in how the 
Afghan government works, and for 
it to build up its own trust with its 
own people. We cannot do all of 
that for Afghanistan but we have 
set our course and I believe we 
should stick by our strategy - and 
that now is not the time to be con¬ 
sidering a withdrawal.” 

Gillingham and Rainham MP 
Rehman Chishti also spoke during 
the debate and warned against 
allowing the past to repeat itself. 

He said: “We cannot make the 
mistake that was made in 1989 
when the international community 
left Afghanistan, creating a vacu¬ 
um for al-Qaeda and the Taliban. 

“We have to stay in Afghanistan 
to finish the end job, which means 
creating institutions and stability 
by working with the Afghan army 
and police force.” 


Police’s ‘right hand man’ wins safety honour 


VOLCANIC eruptions, earthquakes and 
floods have resulted in high praise for the 
head of Kent Police’s emergency planning 
department who helped deal with them. 

Dave Castle picked up the Outstanding 
Civilian Staff prize at the Safer Kent Awards, 
which celebrates the achievements of front¬ 
line police as well as those of community sup¬ 
port officers, wardens and other volunteers. 

Described on his citation as “the right hand” 


of the force, Mr Castle played a key role in inci¬ 
dents including the Folkestone earthquake 
and the north Kent power failure, and in pro¬ 
viding humanitarian response to the Icelandic 
volcanic eruption. 

The citation reads: “Leading a small, dedi¬ 
cated team, Dave truly makes a difference.

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Youth leader in plea to spare children’s services 


A TEENAGE politician has launched a 
campaign calling for children’s 
services to be spared in proposed 
Government spending cuts. 

Kent Youth County Council chair¬ 
man Dara Farrell, 17, is worried fund¬ 
ing for careers advice, support and 
youth activities may be unfairly 
slashed due to a lack of representation 
among young people. 

The Stanhope, Ashford, resident also 
represents the county as a member of 


the UK Youth Parliament, and is call¬ 
ing on other teenagers to help fight 
against the proposed cuts. 

“So many services that help young 
people, including voluntary organisa¬ 
tions, are at risk,” he said. “I think we 
tend to get hit first because many of us 
aren’t old enough to vote and often 
don’t have a big enough platform to 
fight back against the Government. 

“Adults are more likely to accept 
spending cuts if they’re in areas that 


do not directly affect them, like youth 
services. 

“We need a sign from the 
Government on where young people 
stand in the ‘big society’. They need to 
consult with us because youth services 
are already disappearing and no-one is 
defending us.” 

Last month KOS Media revealed 
how the Connexions career guidance 
service was preparing itself for more 
cuts ahead of the October 20 publication 


of the Comprehensive Spending Review. 

Medway Youth Trust lost £100,000 
from its £2.1 million budget this year, 
while the Kent branch admitted it 
expects a reduction in funding from 
2011 onwards. 

Dara has submitted a Save Our 
Services campaign to Channel 4’s 
Battlefront project and is asking people 
to vote for it before Friday.

Bridge work on target 


REFURBISHMENTS of 
the Grade-II listed Old 
Bridge crossing at the 
River Medway are run¬ 
ning ahead of schedule 
and will be completed 
before the end of the year. 

The Rochester Bridge 
Trust says the works, 
which started in April, 
have included removing, 
repairing and recasting 
parts of the iron 
balustrade, and removing 
old paint and recoating. 

The underlying structur¬ 
al steelwork of the bridge 
has also been inspected. 


The final phase of the 
project will include repaving 
the upstream footway along 
the length of the Old Bridge. 

Sue Threader, bridge 
clerk for the Trust, said: 
“We have ensured safe 
working over the river by 
installing cantilevered 
scaffolding which has been 
shrink-wrapped to provide 
an enclosed platform. 

“The scaffolding design 
has enabled work to be 
carried out on all three 
spans of the bridge with¬ 
out interfering with ship¬ 
ping passage below.”

DEPRIVED areas of the 
county will suffer from public 
spending cuts as much as 
those in the Midlands and 
North, warns County Hall 
leader Paul Carter. 

Cllr Carter, who is also chairman of 
South East England Councils, says the 
Government should not be taken in by 
the myth that Kent is an entirely pros¬ 
perous county and will escape unscathed 
from huge budget reductions. 

Research published by the BBC last 
week revealed that Thanet is one of 
the districts least likely to withstand 
public spending cuts, but other towns 
such as Gillingham and Sheerness are 
also at risk. 

“We need to combat the false percep¬ 
tion that the South East is universally 
wealthy and make sure Government 
knows cuts here would harm the 
prospects of a huge number of people,” 
said Cllr Carter. 

“Figures show that 500,000 people in 
the South East live in areas within the 
20 per cent most deprived in the coun¬ 
try. This alarming number is equal to 
about one fifth of the population of the 
entire North East of England, and we 
must not let their needs go unnoticed.” 

Despite being a region of economic 
contrasts, the South East contributes 
more to the Treasury each year than is 
spent on public services - about 
£18 billion according to the most recent 
data published in 2007. 

The region is therefore one of only 
three in the country, along with 


London and the East, which gives 
more than it receives. 

But according to figures released this 
week by the GMB union, the South 
East is the region with the second 
biggest public sector job losses in the 
pipeline behind only Scotland. 

These include 1,500 at Kent Police, 
about 750 at Kent County Council, and 
300 at Medway Council. 

Cllr Carter said: ‘We need to guard 
against disproportionate cuts made 
because the South East is perceived as 
universally prosperous. 

“Parts of the South East need public 
investment to help us bring them up to 
the standards of the rest 
of the UK.” 

This is not the first 
time a Kent politician 
has spoken out over the 
false perception that all 
areas of the county are 
prosperous. 

Last June, Tory North 
Thanet MP Roger Gale 
said it was wrong that all 
businesses in the South 
East should be excluded 
from National Insurance 
concessions announced 
in the emergency 
Budget. 

He said: “Thanet still 
has the highest levels of 
social deprivation - at 
figures that compare 
with the North East. 

“It would be wrong to 
exclude it from job-creating 
measures the Chancellor 
has announced, and to 
exclude local private- 
sector employers from a 
sensible package.”

Rising addiction 
risk for women 
using medicines

PATIENTS are increasingly 
becoming addicted to prescription 
and over-the-counter medication, 
says the head of a national 
women’s organisation. 

Pauline Myers, chairman of the 
Townswomen’s Guild, warned of the growing 
problem of addiction to prescribed dmgs at a 
conference in The Masonic Hall in Rochester 
last week. 

The organisation, which offers support and 
stability to women in Kent and across the UK, 
held the meeting in response to a year-long 
study by parliamentaiy researchers into the 
problem of dependence on legal medicines. 

Ms Myers said the number affected by 
addiction to tranquillisers, such as common¬ 
ly prescribed benzodiazepines, is estimated 
to be between 1.5 to two million nationally. 

But dependency on over-the-counter dmgs 
containing painkillers is estimated at 
150,000 to 200,000 people. 

There is no official breakdown by gender, 
but the Townswomen’s Guild said women are 
particularly affected by the problem. 

“It isn’t about quality, it’s about quantity,” 
said Ms Myers. 

Anxiety 

“We think dmgs prescribed by our GP or 
available over the counter must be safe and, 
while we may deplore the abuse of alcohol 
and illegal drug-taking, we often don’t realise 
how dangerous everyday medicines can be 
and how easy it is to become addicted.” 

The year-long investigation by the All 
Party Parliamentary Dmgs Misuse Group 
looked into over-the-counter dmgs such as 
painkillers, particularly those containing 
codeine, and prescription-only medicines 
such as benzodiazepines, which are used to 
relieve insomnia and anxiety. 

Researchers found that despite guidance 
on benzodiazepines stating it should not be 
prescribed for more than four weeks at a

time, the inquiry heard evidence from people 
who had been prescribed them for 30 years. 

But health chiefs in Kent defended the 
NHS, saying it worked hard to ensure pre¬ 
scriptions of addictive drugs were monitored. 

Alison Issott, assistant director of medi¬ 
cines management for NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent, said all prescription medica¬ 
tion was observed and safeguards were being 
put in place to stop benzodiazepines being 
prescribed for more than 28 days. 

‘We constantly monitor all prescription 
drugs, and in particular those drugs which 
are known to be addictive, by looking at the 
prescribing habits of our GPs,” she said. 

“Our Medicines Management Teams work 
with all our prescribers to ensure that medi¬ 
cine use is safe, evidence-based, value for 
money and appropriate for the patients for 
whom they are prescribed. 

‘We are putting new safeguards in place 
and all benzodiazepines should not be pre¬ 
scribed for more than 28 days in line with 
guidance from the Department of Health.” 

She added: “The primary care tmst is also 
encouraging 28-day prescribing for all dmgs, 
which will ensure patient’s medication is reg¬ 
ularly reviewed and appropriate care, treat¬ 
ment and support is offered.” 

At NHS West Kent GPS are offered advice 
where prescribing is exceptionally high. 

Gaye Lewington, assistant director of med¬ 
icines management, added: “NHS West Kent 
routinely monitors GP practice prescribing 
for benzodiazepines and other sleeping 
tablets as well as painkillers and other med¬ 
ication at risk of overuse.”

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‘Serious concerns’ over KCC social work

CHILDREN are at risk of harm 
due to inadequate and late 
assessments by Kent County 
Councils social services team, 
Ofsted has warned. 

The watchdog carried out an unan¬ 
nounced inspection of the department last 
month and has now ordered the authority 
to address staffing and management issues. 

In a letter to KCC group managing direc¬ 
tor Katherine Kerswell and social services 
director Rosalind Turner, Ofsted inspector 
Brendan Parkinson said the shortcomings 
would likely be reflected with a lower score 
in the county’s next annual assessment. 

Weaknesses 

The letter reads: “A significant shortfall in 
the capacity of qualified, experienced social 
workers and weaknesses in the quality of 
team manager oversight on child protection 
cases in some duty and assessment teams 
contribute to these serious concerns.” 

The social work industry has faced 
intense scrutiny since the failings that led 
to the death of Baby P in Haringey, north 
London, were made public two years ago. 

News of the KCC shortcomings highlight¬ 
ed by Ofsted may not come as much of a 
surprise to former chief executive Peter 
Gilroy, who in March published a report 
claiming the authority was “just about cop¬ 
ing” with the pressures of preventing a sim- 

Tory MP slammed 
by ex-Sun editor 

SOUTH Thanet Tory MP Laura Sandys 
has dismissed a written assault on her by a 
national newspaper’s big-name columnist. 

Writing in The Sun last week, Kelvin 
MacKenzie, the tabloid’s controversial for¬ 
mer editor, said: “What a complete waste of 
space she is. One more brain cell and she 
would be a keep-left sign. If she is the qual¬ 
ity of the 2010 Tory intake, God help 
Cameron and God help democracy.” 

The pair had appeared together on a TV 
show as panellists. Spending Review: The 
South East Today Debate, went out late at 
night on BBC One as guests and a studio 
audience discussed the region’s economy. It 
was filmed at Mid Kent College in Medway. 

Ms Sandys responded to Mr MacKenzie’s 
broadside by saying: “Well, it is in the eye of 
the beholder, but I didn’t really have any 
chance to speak during the debate as they 
marginalised the politicians. 

“[Former Rainham Labour MP] Paul 
Clark, who was on too, was also cross about 
the lack of airtime we had and the format 
was really strange. 

“So if [Mr MacKenzie] thought this, he 
didn’t really have any chance to know much 
about me. But I have to say it is only the 
people of South Thanet I mind about.” 

‘Little ship’ boost 

SURPLUS steel pipe and fittings donated 
by National Grid have raised £6,000 
towards the restoration of the Medway 
Queen, one the 'little ships’ of Dunkirk. 

National Grid’s Grain liquefied natural 
gas terminal gave the material to the 
Medway Queen Preservation Society and it 
was sold for scrap. 

Built in 1924, the Medway Queen was the 
last estuary pleasure paddle-steamer. 

During World War Two she became 
famous for her record number of crossings 
to the beaches of Dunkirk in 1940, rescuing 
7,000 Allied troops in seven trips. 

The Medway Queen has been dismantled 
and is being restored by shipbuilders in 
Bristol. Once the hull is completed she will 
be towed back to Medway for fitting out. 


ilar scandal. Mr Gilroy, who spent eight years 
as KCC’s director of social services before being 
promoted to the top job in 2004, told KOS 
Media at the time he thought more children 
were being put at risk due to social workers 
becoming over-regulated. 

He said: “Is this really going to protect the 
child when social workers are spending 80 per 
cent of their time in the office and 20 per cent 
visiting families? I think we’ve become over¬ 
regulated in this area and it’s time we took a 
step back to reflect. 

“What we need are highly competent people 
who are empowered to make judgements regard¬ 
ing the work they are qualified to carry out. 

“If all we have is a young workforce that 
spends the majority of its time behind desks, 


then don’t be surprised if your risks go up.” 

The Ofsted warning represents the second 
time this year concerns have been raised about 
KCC’s children’s social services department. 

In March, Ms Turner was forced to issue a 
public apology when it emerged an inexperi¬ 
enced social worker failed to act on a warning 
about a man who went on to kill his baby 
daughter. Christopher Sellman, 24, from 
Tunbridge Wells, was later found guilty of the 
November, 2008, manslaughter of 25-day-old 
Tiffany and is now serving a five-year jail term. 

Responding to the Ofsted report, a KCC 
spokesman said the shortfall in experienced 
social workers was a national problem but that 
it was committed to ensuring good outcomes for 
all its children. 


He added: “We are pleased with the strengths 
and good practice found during the inspection 
and are already working to address the areas of 
development identified within the Ofsted letter. 

“The priority action refers to making sure 
there are timely assessments in all cases, but 
acknowledges the pressure our social care 
teams are under. 

“This is due to the increasing number of refer¬ 
rals while we are also carrying vacancies in 
social workers. KCC continues to run success¬ 
ful recruitment campaigns but there is still a 
shortfall. This is a national issue and we recog¬ 
nise its seriousness.” 
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Case closed, but anti-drugs fight goes on

A MOTHER mourning the loss of 
her daughter who died after taking 
cocaine has been spurred on in her 
fight against drugs after the police 
investigation was closed. 

Angela Pett, from Gravesend, said finding 
out that the person who sold 20-year-old 
Haniska contaminated cocaine would contin¬ 
ue to walk the streets only added to her 
motivation in stopping “parasite” dealers 
ruining young lives. 

The 47-year-old has now launched a fresh 
battle involving pubs and clubs in Gravesend, 
Dartford and Maidstone and is hoping to roll 
it out across Kent. 

She is calling on owners to take responsi¬ 
bility for stopping open selling of drugs in 
their premises and to show support by put¬ 
ting up stickers stating: ‘Be an anti-drugs

angel - no more drugs in our pubs and clubs’. 

“I have young people coming to me for 
advice, asking what they should do when they 
see drug-dealing on nights out,” Mrs Pett told 
KOS Media. 

“They know me because of what happened to 
Haniska, they know I’ve been affected person¬ 
ally and they tell me what they see. 

“I know Haniska was naughty for taking it 
in the first place and I would never condone 
what she did, but she didn’t expect to die. 

“The person who sold it to her cut it with 
MDMA [ecstasy], MDA [amphetamines] and a 
worming tablet. They’re not a chemist, yet 
they wanted to make more money so cut the 
drugs before selling them.” 

Haniska has been on a night out in 


Gravesend with friends in October, 2008, 
when she bought the cocaine. 

After taking it, the young hairdresser start¬ 
ed fitting and was rushed to hospital where 
she died seven hours later, leaving her mother, 
father Ian, 50, and brother Joe, 24, devastated. 

Mrs Pett said the police case was dropped 
last week through lack of evidence. 

“I see the dealer in the street - I walk past 
him on the way to work,” she said. “But all it 
has done is push me to get the message out 
there. I’ve got to keep the campaign going. 

“Because I have been personally affected it 
hits home to people even more. When I had a 
meeting with pub and club owners I took 
Haniska’s ashes and a picture of her with me. 

“I put them on the table and said, ‘I’d like you 
to meet my daughter - this is before and this 
is after’. They were speechless. 

“I told them this could have happened in 
their venue, that other people could die and 
they could be shut down. 

“You could have heard a pin drop. I needed to 
shock people into listening.” 

Mrs Pett has been working closely with Kent

Police since her daughter’s death. As well as 
the new pub and club campaign, she has 
featured in a television advert warning peo¬ 
ple off drugs and had a giant picture of her 
daughter projected on a wall in Gravesend 
to drive home the message. 

“Finding out the case was closed was like 
reliving it all over again - it was a kick in 
the gut,” she said. 

“I don’t blame the police, I do understand, 
but this person has got away with murder. 

“All it has given me now is more motiva¬ 
tion to get out there and try and stop it hap¬ 
pening again.”

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Abusers’

A CHILDREN’S charity has 
attacked the sentences given to a 
couple who cruelly abused two 
young boys in their care. 

Bosses at Kidscape, which works towards 
keeping children safe from abuse, questioned 
whether the two-year jail terms handed to 
Kristina Davies, 20, and Ricky Winter, 23, 
reflected the severity of their crimes. 

The pair, both of Canterbury Road, 
Cliftonville, Margate, subjected the boys - one 
aged two and the other four - to a catalogue of 
abuse during a 10-day period in July last year. 

The younger child was found to have a bro¬ 
ken collarbone and bitemarks on his buttocks 
and genitals, while the four-year-old suffered 
extensive bruising on his head and back and 
bites on his bottom. 

Systematic 

The abuse was only discovered after neigh¬ 
bours reported their concerns to the police. An 
expert witness paediatrician said it was the 
worst case he had encountered in 30 years. 

Claude Knights, a director of Kidscape, said 
the sentences were too light for such brutal 
abuse. “We have to ask whether a two-year jail 
sentence reflects the severity of the crimes 
against these children,” she said. 

“The attacks suffered by these children were 
brutal, systematic and premeditated. 

“Either one of these assailants could have 
halted the behaviour but chose not to do so. 

“One of the concerns we would have is that 
we need to ensure these people are not

returned to society before it is safe to do so. We 
need to think of the safety of other children.” 

Davies and Winter, who pleaded not guilty to 
eight charges of child neglect at Canterbury 
Crown Court but were found guilty in August, 
both claimed the boys had inflicted the 
injuries on one another. But an expert com¬ 
pared the dental impressions taken from the 
children to the abusers and proved Davies had 
bitten one of the boys on his backside. 

The couple also forced the boys to stand in a 
comer with their hands on their heads for long 
periods, cry on demand, and kiss Winter’s feet. 

Davies and Winter screamed in the boys’ 
faces on numerous occasions. 

Judge Simon James said the four-year-old 
suffered 14 separate injuries across his body. 

The couple claimed they were unable to con¬ 
trol the boys at their home, but the judge said 
it was “far beyond” chastisement. 


“These injuries can only be described as hor¬ 
rific. They were applied with bmtal force. They 
were truly sickening,” he said. 

“Any right-thinking person would only feel 
revulsion at your treatment of these children. 
This was a systematic and calculated period of 
cruelty for which neither of you feel any 
remorse.” 

Dangerous 

Acting Det Sgt Paul Deslandes, who led the 
investigation, said it was a harrowing case. 

“Our child abuse investigation unit acted 
swiftly in response to concerns about the boys’ 
welfare and, together with social services, we 
took the children away from a dangerous situ¬ 
ation and prevented them from coming to any 
further harm,” he said. 

Davies was sent to a Young Offenders’ 
Institution due to her age. 


■ A NEW viral campaign has been 
launched by children’s charity NSPCC to 
raise awareness of its helpline service. 

It follows the sentencing this week of 
Kristina Davies and Ricky Winter after they 
subjected two young boys to horrific abuse. 

The ordeal was only discovered after con¬ 
cerned neighbours contacted police. 

The charity’s internet advert shows the 
everyday choices made by people and ends 
with a person deciding to call the helpline for 
advice after concerns about the treatment of 
a neighbour’s child. 

John Cameron, head of the NSPCC service, 
said: “Every day the helpline receives calls 
about children being horrifically mistreated or 
left in danger. 

“Though many people do call us to report 


children being neglected, there are others 
who don’t act on their suspicions. Young chil¬ 
dren can’t get help for themselves. You could 
be their only hope. 

“We would urge anyone who has concerns 
about a child to act on their behalf and con¬ 
tact the NSPCC helpline.” 

Commenting on the Davies and Winter 
case, he said: “Defenceless children suffered 
terrible neglect at the hands of those who 
were meant to care for them. Sadly, the cruel¬ 
ty these boys suffered is not unique. 

“Neglect makes up nearly half of all child 
protection cases known to the authorities, 
and this is just the tip of the iceberg.”

Kent tops the 
South East’s 
obesity chart 

THE COUNTY is the most obese 
area of the South East, and a new 
strategy has been drawn up to 
improve attitudes towards diet and 
exercise, writes Steve Knight 

Between 20 and 25 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion of the county is obese, with Kent and 
Medway having the highest prevalence of 
obesity in the South East. 

The new strategy - approved by Kent 
County Council cabinet members on 
Monday - aims to promote the benefits of 
healthy living without making people feel 
they are being told what to do. 

“This is about looking at the problem of 
obesity as a whole and seeing what more we 
can do,” said cabinet member for public 
health, Cllr Alan Marsh. 

“We know there is an increase in diabetes, 
early deaths and heart disease - all caused 
by people not helped enough to get the best 
out of their lives. 

“We will work with people and for people 
in order that their quality of life is the best 
possible. It is one of my core values to pro¬ 
mote and support that aim.” 

According to the most recently available 
statistics, the districts suffering from the 
highest prevalence of obesity are Swale, 
Gravesham and Dartford. 

The lowest prevalence figures are in 
Sevenoaks and Tunbridge Wells. 

It is predicted that obesity will soon over¬ 
take smoking as the biggest cause of prema¬ 
ture death and long-term illness, and that 
unless the trend is reversed, children bom 
today will have a lower life expectancy than 
their parents for the first time in 100 years. 

Among the aims in the Healthy Weight 
Strategy are for people to recognise their 
weight issues at an earlier stage, better pro¬ 
motion of healthier food choices and the cre¬ 
ation of incentives for better health. 

Cllr Marsh said: “The strategy is about 
making sure we provide all the information 
and initiatives people need to make an 
informed choice about living with a healthy 
weight.” 

Airport town gets 
Boris backing 

BIGGIN Hill has been earmarked as a 
strategic development centre by London 
Mayor Boris Johnson. 

The town, near Westerham, is one of a 
handful of locations in outer London to be 
nominated for future growth. 

The draft replacement London Plan has 
highlighted how Biggin Hill has proved 
capable of co-ordinating public and private 
infrastructure investment. 

Mr Johnson has gone on record as saying 
he will work with relevant parties to 
explore the potential of the locations listed 
in the plan for specialist growth. 

Andrew Walters, the chairman of Biggin 
Hill Airport Ltd, said: “Biggin Hill will gen¬ 
erate new jobs and attract businesses to use 
the local industrial estates and vacant 
buildings in areas around the airport.”

A PHOTOGRAPHIC journey 
through the battlefields of 
Afghanistan to the sporting fields 
of Kent is being exhibited to 
inspire the next generation of 
budding snappers.

Mr Kerry said despite developments in 
technology through the years, the essence of 
photography has remained the same. 

“We work in a different way these days, 
where with digital cameras you can edit 
things immediately, show people pictures 
and see what needs to be different, and the 
technology to edit pictures is brilliant,” he 



said. “But even when film was used, photog¬ 
raphers would use a Polaroid to see how a 
picture would look before taking it. Things 
haven’t changed that much in 
that respect. 

“With the technology to 
improve photographs once 
they are taken it means people 
can create great pictures, but 
it’s much better to have a 
great picture already.” 

The exhibition will showcase 
different pictures from army 
to sporting life, giving an insight into the 
daily life and work of a photographer. 

It runs from September 29 to October 5, 
9am-6pm Monday to Saturday; and 10am- 
6pm on Sundays, at the Horsebridge Gallery 
in Whitstable.

OUR TROUBLE WITH FOOD 


The ticking time bomb of food security is a slowly emerging crisis that will have 
an impact on the lives of everyone in the UK, warns Kent MP LAURA SANDYS 


F OR too long we have been 
avoiding one of the biggest 
threats to this country - 
deluded by low prices, import¬ 
ing most of what is on our 
shelves and dismissing calls from UK 
farmers and fishermen to focus more 
on national food production. 

Food insecurity is a crisis emerging slowly, but 
one that will impact our shores and our citizens 
sooner rather than later. 

The tension between population 
growth and climate change is placing 
this country on a trajectory towards 
significant food inflation, and every 
person in the country is going to 
feel the pain. 

We are seeing the start of serious 
problems that will only increase in 
years to come. Food is a truly glob¬ 
alised business and each and every 
one of us will feel the impact of 
Russia’s decision to suspend wheat 
exports - in our pockets. 

Tons of wheat has been wiped out in 
Pakistan. This will also affect world 
wheat prices and add even greater unpre¬ 
dictability to securing food staples. 

A new era of trade protectionism in foodstuffs 
could well be on the horizon - not for economic 
gain but to ensure domestic stability. Could the 
Russian president be seen to be exporting wheat 
when his voting public see threefold price rises for 
bread on the streets of Moscow? 

Food security has for too long been dismissed by 
policymakers domestically. In many ways we have 
devolved responsibility to the supermarkets, 
expecting the market to deliver plentiful and 
cheap food to our shops. 

But how vulnerable is this system? And are we 
considering the impact of rising food prices and 
scarcity in foods that we take for granted? 

Sir John Beddington, the Government’s chief 
scientific adviser, and his predecessor, Sir David 
King, have been highlighting this serious vulner¬ 
ability for years. 

However, too little has been done and time 


might not be on the side of consumers - particu¬ 
larly the poor. Firstly, we must assess the risk - a 
risk that is growing and will only accelerate expo¬ 
nentially with global crises that will affect food 
production and lead to rising commodity prices. 

Secondly, the Government should halt develop¬ 
ment on grade one agricultural land - the means 
and resources for food production must be regard¬ 
ed as a national priority. 

And all of this, at a time when we predict some 
parts of the nation might lose productive land due 
to sea level rises. The Council for the Protection of 
Rural England estimates as much as 10 per cent 
of productive land will be lost in Kent alone 
by 2030. We must also rethink the way 
we use food. I was recently part of a TV 
programme that highlighted that up 
to 30 per cent of food - good food - is 
thrown away every year. 

Supermarkets reject fruit and 
vegetables that do not fit their so- 
called ‘aesthetic standards’; sell-by 
dates encourage us to throw away 
food that is perfectly fresh; and 
meat cuts such as offal are discard¬ 
ed as we have forgotten how to eat 
or cook them. 

Regulations compel fishermen to 
discard fish based upon an outmoded 
quota system and they are forced to throw 
away sources of valuable protein. A third step 
towards greater food security is the need to 
develop and invest in world-class food produc¬ 
tion technologies. 

Food production will and must become one of 
Britain’s industries of the future. Schools and uni¬ 
versities must take steps to draw together the 
best brains and resources to address the challenge 
of dealing with food security. 

Up until rationing was lifted after the war, food 
security was regarded as a strategic issue for gov¬ 
ernment. I urge the Government to look again at 
food production as part of our national security, 
establish a cross-departmental working team to 
ensure food inflation and scarcity is understood 
throughout Whitehall - and that we take the 
advice of our leading scientists. 

This is a time bomb whose fuse has just been lit.

While Kent Police Authority chairwoman 
Ann Barnes is clearly not a fan of the police 
commissioner model, there will doubtless 
be people out there who are - such as 
Rochester and Strood MP Mark Reckless. 

But there is a time and a place for spend¬ 
ing millions on untried and untested ideas, 
and this is most certainly not it. 

At least we can all 
drown our sorrows 

INDUSTRIAL action appears increasingly 
likely as public sector union members grow 
concerned at the potential impact of the 
spending cuts. 

But while uncollected rubbish and library 
closures will have a negative effect on res¬ 
idents’ lives, the pub action threatened by 
the GMB is an entirely different prospect 
for all concerned. 

Up to £1 off the price of a pint of lager? 
There can’t be many regulars who will have 
a problem with that.

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Ape expectations 

Last week the European Parliament agreed 
new controls on the use of animals in labo¬ 
ratory testing across Europe. 

About 12 million animals, mostly rats and 
mice, are used in experiments across the 
EU each year. Half of these are for drug 
development and testing, a third for biology 
studies, and the rest for cosmetics tests, tox¬ 
icology and disease diagnosis. 

As the wife of a primatologist, my interest 
in primate welfare precedes my time in 
Parliament. I am pleased that the new rules 
are a step in the right direction, but disap¬ 
pointed they don’t go far enough. The legis¬ 
lation will undoubtedly raise standards 
across the Continent but questions still 
remain over how effective it will be. 

Those countries with higher standards 
cannot reduce them, but the rest will now 
have to improve to meet these standards. 

The use of primates is now subject to 
greater restrictions, and the use of great 
apes in scientific procedures, while previous¬ 
ly banned in UK, is now banned across the 
EU - something for which Liberal Democrat 
MEPs have been campaigning for some 
time. The new directive outlaws the collec¬ 
tion of animals from the wild for use in 
experiments. My main concern, however, is 
over this rule’s enforcement. How do we 
police this effectively? 

The new rules also fail to deal with the 
problem of second generation wild primates. 

While primates cannot be taken from the 
wild for experimentation, they can and are 
taken for breeding. As their offspring are 
bom in captivity they are then sold for use 
in experiments. This new legislation is a 
step in the right direction but much more 
must be done, which is something that I will 
be working towards.

FOOD and drink manufacturers 
in Kent are being invited to help 
shape a new training programme 
aimed at bringing more young 
people into the industry. 

The scheme is being run by skills council 
Improve which has secured government 
backing to develop the Food and Drink 
Sector Routeway Programme in a bid to 
tackle the shortage of school-leavers choos¬ 
ing a career in the sector. 

Industry insiders are expecting a high 
demand for new recruits in the coming years 
- around 8,000 in the South East by 2017 - 
as the ageing workforce begins to retire. 

Employers are being invited to join a steer¬ 
ing group to oversee the development of the 
programme, which will be funded by the 
Department for Work and Pensions’ Young 
Person’s Guarantee initiative, to make sure 
it is relevant to the needs of the industry. 

Once set up, the National Skills Academy 
for Food and Drink Manufacturing will 


deliver the training, involving two- or eight- 
week courses. 

The two-week course will include basic 
employability skills, health and safety, food 
safety, food handling and operations practice. 

The eight-week course will be more in- 
depth, with individual training and develop¬ 
ment plans focusing on specialist skills and 
on-the-job training. 

Trainees will also be able to gain credits 
towards full qualifications. 

Justine Fosh, director of skills solutions for 
Improve and the National Skills Academy 
for Food and Drink Manufacturing, said: ‘We 
are at an early stage, with just the outline of 
the programme agreed in principle. 

“But what is so promising about it is that it 
will not just be about getting young people 
off the unemployment list. 

We will be developing high-quality train¬ 
ing aimed at preparing them for long-term 
employment and fulfilling the skills needs of 
the companies they work for. 

“That is why it is important for us to have 
employers on board shaping the programme 
to ensure we are developing the right skills 
in the right way to make employing young 
people a viable and attractive option for 
companies.

GENERAL Motors has had a 
struggle on its hands of late. 

It came close to selling its European 
Vauxhall/Opel arm to stave off crippling 
debt and had actually closed its Saab execu¬ 
tive marque, until an 11th hour sell-off to 
form a new company with Spyker supercars. 

But there are signs the American giant is 
shrugging off its worries, notably through 
the ambition of its biggest brand, 
Chevrolet, developed vigorously in the UK 
and Europe since launch 2005 on the back 
of acquiring the bankrupt Daewoo Cars 
operation. 

And the full weight of Chevy’s next big 
push will be seen at the Paris Motor Show 
later this month with two model debuts for 
a start: a much-needed replacement for the 
Aveo supermini - previously a re-work of 
the dated Kalos model - and the all-new 
Orlando MPV (main picture). 

The new and extravagently-styled Aveo 
arrives in autumn next year and is clearly 
aimed at younger buyers wanting to cut 
a dash - it will challenge the sharp styling 
of the Ford Fiesta in particular and be 
aggressively priced too. 



The Orlando will be available next spring 
though to belatedly plug a yawning gap 
left by the axing of the awful ex-Daewoo 
Tacuma in 2008. 

It is a key sector that Chevy should be 
in and the duties have been partially taken 
up before by the excellent and well-priced 
five and seven-seat Captiva SUV, also 
given a major facelift for Paris that will 


shift it slightly upmarket to leave the 
Orlando to hoover up customers who need 
a cheap people mover. 

Unfortunately for sister brand Vauxhall, 
it could also cannibalise sales of its Zafira 
midi-MPV sector leader by having seven 
seats as standard. 

Chevrolet Europe boss, Wayne Brannon 
said: “The new Orlando MPV kicks off an 


ambitious seven-product launch pro¬ 
gramme over the next 15 months. 

“We’re confident the Orlando not only 
brings great value for money to the 
MPV class but also something fresh - 
function with attitude if you like. I believe 
it will also bring more new customers to 
the Chevrolet brand.” 

Despite the sweeping roof-line, the 
second and third row of seats are raised 
grandstand-style behind the front seats to 
give a better view forwards and sideways, 
yet can also be quickly folded and varied to 
create an adaptable load space. 

The newcomer is based on the brand’s 
award winning and handsome Cruze 
saloon, which has made a name for itself in 
competition. 

Surely one of the worst-kept secrets of 
the industry was that this would soon be 
joined by a hatchback version despite, 
again, clashing with a Vauxhall model. 

Crucially though, the latest and classy 
Astra has been moved upmarket, leaving 
the new Cruze hatch (pictured) to pitch for 
the value buyers when it arrives in 
mid-2011 after joining other Chevy 
debutantes in Paris.

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Volvo's sporting new approach

VOLVO looks in good shape - 
financially and design-wise. 

For a company once famous for tank-like 
designs, it has evolved a fluid style all its own 
highlighted by distinctive rear-end scallops. 

The financial security of the famous Swedish 
brand also seems assured with the recent 
takeover by the Chinese Geely conglomerate, 
after erstwhile owner Ford had done so much 
to bring the brand up to scratch. 

And the new S60 is earning good notices as 
a car with which Volvo can attack the likes of 
the BMW 3-Series, Audi A4 and Mercedes- 
Benz C-Class in the driving department. 

It is worth noting though that this trans¬ 
formation on the chassis front might have its 
roots in a facelift of the bigger S80 around 
this time last year; always a cosseting car to 
cruise in, it nevertheless probably catered 
too much to the tastes of Volvo’s Nol market, 
the USA. 

However, Volvo chose to fit a sportier 
European chassis as standard on SE and SE 
Lux models last year, with a ‘Comfort’ chassis 
as a no-cost option or standard fit with 
Executive trim - we haven’t driven the latter 
version, but if it’s anything like the pre-facelift 
drive then avoid it. 

The new standard sporty set-up is impres¬ 
sive though with notably better damping 
when cornering, transforming the S80’s 
handling and driving feedback without great¬ 
ly affecting the car’s cruising refinement. 

The facelift also coincided with introduction 
of revised powertrains and, notably, versions 



using Volvo’s impressive ultra-eco DRIVe 
branding - one of these also happens to be the 
entiy model for the range, priced from £24,535. 

Despite all the aerodynamic and other 
tweaks and keen pricing that come with this 
environmentally-ffiendly choice though, it is 
perhaps a little underpowered with its 109bhp 
1.6-litre diesel. 

Sales continue to be dominated more by a 
revised version of Volvo’s long-lived five-cylin¬ 
der (D5) 2.4-litre twin turbodiesel delivering 
205bhp - quieter, more frugal and cleaner 
than before. 

This week’s test car though was the all-new 
161bhp 2.0-litre that suits the car well, though 
it is no better for fuel or emissions than the 
bigger D5 and markedly less spritely. 


Other options - and rather silly too in these 
straitened times - are the turbocharged 2.5T 
and V8 all-wheel drive petrol models. 

On a general note, the facelift has given the 
S80 a much cleaner look with revised grille 
plus bigger Volvo badge, more chrome and a 
refreshed interior. The cabin is a masterpiece 
of classical design and robust and user-friend¬ 
ly kit and extremely comfortable to be in. 

However, this sector of the market has been 
motoring of late and the Swede finds itself 
up against the multiple award-winning 
Jaguar XF - though the Volvo offers more rear 
legroom - and an all-new BMW 5-Series. 
Of the big names, only the ageing Audi A6 
needs to fear the revitalised Volvo, especially 
with the S80’s excellent value for money.

NEW car sales for August ahead of 
the September ‘60’ registration 
plate change took a big hit, falling 
17.5 per cent against the same 
month in 2009.

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Seeda signs off with 
gloomy jobs forecast

RESEARCHERS at doomed devel¬ 
opment agency Seeda have come up 
with a gloomy outlook for jobs in 
parts of Kent. 

Despite evidence of UK recovery and receding 
fears of a double-dip recession, the South East 
England Development Agency’s Kent and 
Medway economy update shows worrying trends 
in certain areas, particularly on the jobs front. 

Employment across the county has fallen less 
over the past year than in the previous one, but 
remains below the South East average, and fore¬ 
casts for recovery to 2007 levels vary widely 
according to local authority areas. 

Ashford, Canterbury, Tunbridge Wells and 
Sevenoaks, for instance are already back to 2007 
parity according to expert sources quoted by 
Seeda which, like other regional development 
agencies, will soon make way for new Local 
Enterprise Agencies proposed by the coalition

Government. On the other hand, it could be at 
least 10 years before Maidstone, Gravesham, 
Medway and Dover recover the lost ground, 
while Swale (Sittingbourne, Sheppey and 
Faversham) faces the shocking prospect of wait¬ 
ing until 2025, prompting criticism this week of 
Swale Borough Council. The opposition deputy 
leader of Swale Labour party, Cllr Roger 
Truelove, said: “There has been an utter failure 


to even begin to tackle issues of employability let 
alone the supply of job opportunities. Swale’s 
regeneration options end with dressing-up shop 
windows or supplying low-priority information 
to small businesses.” 

Swale’s Lib Dem leader Keith Nevols talked of 
a whole generation being let down, and added: 
“Continued delays for Sittingboume’s master 
plan show the Tory-dominated council does not 
recognise the urgency and is moving with its 
customary speed of a three-legged tortoise.” 

But Sittingbourne and Sheppey’s Conservative 
MP, Gordon Henderson, hoped a Swale business 
forum he was forming might act as a conduit 
between firms and the Government. 

He added: “At the same time Swale council can 
provide encouragement by making it easier for 
business to operate in the borough. I will be 
working with the council to promote our area as 
a good place to invest.” 

Council leader Cllr Andrew Bowles said: “The 
economy is one of our top priorities and we are 
doing what we can. Although [Seeda’s] figures 
are perhaps helpful at county level, the report 
admits they can be inaccurate at district level. 

“Economic health is not just about growth. It 
is about long-term sustainable growth, which is 
something that we are striving to achieve.” 

There was no complacency either in areas 
tipped to do well on the jobs front, with wide¬ 
spread recognition that proposed public sector 
cuts could make forecasts unpredictable. 

Challenge 

Dawn Hudd, local economy manager for 
Canterbury City Council, said the city usually 
fared well even in tough times, but this was 
largely due to its public sector employment. 
“What has been our strength could be a weak¬ 
ness over the next five or six years,” she said. 

“Our challenge is going to be reducing the 
impact of public sector cuts because we could 
suffer. We are looking at strategies for that.” 

But Barretts of Canterbury MD and the chair¬ 
man of Canterbury4Business, Paul Barrett, 
said: “There is no doubt there are challenges 
ahead. But there are lots of other good indica¬ 
tors in this report which suggest Canterbury is 
well placed to try and mitigate any losses that 
happen in the public sector. 

“Things such as the high-speed rail link 
should help. There is good news in these statis¬ 
tics and they give us a lot of be optimistic about.” 

Booming Ashford has not been without prob¬ 
lems either, though council leader Cllr Paul 
Bartlett was quick to say his authority would 
always try to help in a crisis. 

He said: “That is what sets our approach apart 
in Ashford. We are willing to engage with busi¬ 
ness and find out ways that are better and 
smarter and protect jobs.” 

However, he did acknowledge disappointment 
about news of 150 job losses at the town’s 
Bombardier train maintenance depot, but was 
pleased it would carry on with servicing work. 

“If it was closed or mothballed it would much 
more difficult to get operations started again. 

“We think this means when the country moves 
out of recession that site will be well placed to 
pick up new contracts,” he said.

DAVID PHILPOTT, chairman of 
the Institute of Directors in Kent, 
said: “The upward revision of 
second quarter growth figures, 
from 1.1 per cent to 1.2 per cent 
is obviously good news, but we 
shouldn’t get carried away. 

“It’s a case of slowly, slowly in 
terms of the upturn. The picture 
is incredibly complex and we will 
obviously be affected by the 
performance of our near neighbours in the euro¬ 
zone, as well as America, China and India. The 
loD doesn’t expect this level of growth to be sus¬ 
tained through the second half of 2010, but it is 
too early to call whether it slides into a quarterly 
decline or a double-dip recession.” 

ANDREW METCALF, director of Tunbridge 
Wells-based PR and marketing agency Maxim 
and loD Kent vice-chairman said: “New eco¬ 
nomic indicators and forecasts reach us daily, 
some good, some bad, others simply contradic¬ 
tory, and after a while I’m sure many of us simply 
feel punch-drunk or at best confused. Whatever 
the shape of the recession, I am convinced that 
Kent companies, like those elsewhere in the UK, 
will simply do everything they can to survive and 
see out this downturn. The winners will be the 
innovators and those who have consistently 
invested in their marketing.” 

JAMES SPECK, site director of Kent Science 
Park, Sittingbourne, said: “We continue to see a 
healthy level of enquiries from science-based 
businesses, many of which are international 
companies. If the country is to emerge stronger 
from this we must create a business environ¬ 



ment that attracts inward invest¬ 
ment and nurtures home-grown 
talent in those industries that will 
deliver the fastest growth, and 
these are the knowledge-based 
sectors. The emergency Budget 
went some way to helping com¬ 
panies, but with the public sec¬ 
tor facing huge cuts, the 
Chancellor must support the 
business community if he is to 
protect the weak, but welcome, upturn.” 

On the issue of cutting red tape for business 
as a way of stimulating growth and attracting 
inward investment, Mr Speck, said: “The issue of 
business regulation is fundamental to how we 
turn the UK economy around. The one-in, one- 
out system on regulation must be welcomed. 

“The system, which came into operation on 
September 1, means any ministers seeking to 
introduce regulations imposing new costs on 
businesses must identify existing regulations 
with an equivalent value to be removed. 

“However, I expect business will be sceptical 
until they see it happening in reality.” 


TRACEY MANLEY, chief execu¬ 
tive of Thames Gateway (Kent) 
Chamber of Commerce, said: 
“We welcome the news that 
economy is in a better position 
than predicted, but we must still 
be prepared to work harder and 
leaner for a few months yet. A 
private sector-led economic 
recovery is dependant on credit 
conditions allowing viable com¬ 
panies to grow.”

For a start, I could show you another nearby woodland charity 

- Poulton Wood at Aldington, run by the Canterbury Oast Trust 

- far more worthy of donations. It combines sustainable man¬ 
agement of the trees with a work experience programme for 
adults with learning difficulties. 

But the main point here is to underline how much we all took 
our eyes off the ball during the Noughties. 

Allowing nonsense like a pointless fence in a wood - close to 
another exhibit suspiciously like a crater left by a misdirected 
Luftwaffe bombing raid - is typical of woolly management that 
allowed the UK to build a massive debt. 

A theme being repeated in our Business Week section is how 
many companies have managed to survive and grow despite 
the downturn by simply doing what they should have done all 
along - good housekeeping. 

We’ve all been guilty of it to a degree and the arts sector did 
rather well out of our profligate approach, reminding me of that 
classic fairy tale The Emperor’s New Clothes. 

And a half million quid cash injection from English Heritage 
and Arts Council England for Margate shows there is still money 
sloshing about for such ventures - I just hope it is spent more 
wisely in this case. 

Enough of that; I’m off to arrange back issues of this news¬ 
paper artistically and lovingly around our car park; I shall video 
the pages blowing serenely across the gravel - should be worth 
a few bob in arts funding don’t you think?

Licensee Chris and wife Vanessa 
were new to the pub business when 
they took over in 2008.

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Going limited can liberate

CHANGING the legal entity of your 
business should be about more 
than just trying to reduce your tax 
bill. Most small to medium-sized 
businesses fall into three main cate¬ 
gories: partnerships, limited liability 
partnerships (LLPs), and limited 
companies. 

Profits on the first two cat¬ 
egories are taxed at the 
same rate as personal 
income, whereas limited 
companies pay corpora¬ 
tion tax. With the top level 
of personal tax standing 
at 50 per cent compared 
with corporation tax for 
small businesses of 21 
per cent (and set to be 
reduced to 20 per cent 
from April) - as well as the 
varying effects of national insurance 
and dividends - some professionals 
are advising clients to consider 
changing from being a partnership 
or LLP into a limited company. 

But there are other good reasons 
to incorporate your business, pro¬ 
vided it is done in an orderly fashion 
with advice from your lawyer or tax 
adviser. Legally there are a number 
of things to think about. You need to 
consider your important client con¬ 
tracts and whether or not they are 
easily transferable. 

Staff are likely to need to transfer 
from the partnership into the 
employment of the limited compa¬ 
ny. Landlords, banks and suppliers 
might need to give their consent to 
the change. However, the procedure 
need not be that arduous, provided 
a clear structure is mapped out and 
a process is followed. 

For partnerships that incorporate, 
other benefits include limited liability 


-which provides some protection in 
the event of things going wrong. 

LLPs already enjoy this advan¬ 
tage. Corporate status is also often 
a more recognised legal entity and 
certainly beneficial for organisations 
doing business abroad, particularly 
those that are LLPs - a 
hybrid arrangement not 
universally recognised. 

Changing to a limited 
company means man¬ 
agement structures can 
be put in place more 
easily. The board of 
directors responsible for 
day-to-day running of 
the company can be 
separate to the owners, 
which can be advanta¬ 
geous. This is difficult in 
a partnership and even, to a certain 
extent, in an LLP. 

Key members of staff can be 
incentivised through employee 
management schemes - a tax effi¬ 
cient vehicle for passing shares to 
staff - and a corporate structure 
makes succession planning much 
easier when it is time to hand over to 
a new generation or if a third party 
sale is envisaged. 

There are other financial incen¬ 
tives. As part of the transfer from 
one structure to another, the good¬ 
will that belongs to the partnership 
or LLP can in some circumstances 
(and subject to tax advice) be ‘sold’ 
to the new limited company, creat¬ 
ing loan accounts for the partners 
and/or members as appropriate. 

This could attract entrepreneurs’ 
relief and result in taxation of 10 per 
cent on the sale of goodwill and this 
can then be potentially withdrawn 
as capital on a tax-free basis.

Consumers cut back on travel during the recession and many 
experts say the rate of growth during the previous decade won’t 
ever come back due to tough times and the environmental guilt 
trip. But you won’t find gloom and doom at Holiday Extras in 
Hythe, a giant of internet travel booking for the trade and con¬ 
sumers, handling a range of services from insurance to hotel 
parking. It has just landed another award to add to a cabinet full - 
see our story later in the section - and dynamic chief executive 
MATTHEW PACK is not one to dwell on negatives, as Business 
Editor Steve Loader discovered. 


based arm of the group turns over £150 million, dealing 
with 8,000 travel agents and nearly seven million book¬ 
ings a year, but has a smaller operation in Germany and 
other interests bringing total group turnover to nearer 
£180m. Importantly, it is in the top 40 for internet travel 
searches - top 10 if Google map searches are taken out - 
and has blue-chip partners including easyJet, British 
Airways and Thomas Cook. 

It allows an integrated holiday booking package 
claimed to be as smooth, painless and financially attrac¬ 
tive as possible, summed up by a marketing strapline: 
We take the hassle, you take the holiday.’ 

The latest project is integration of taxis: “Some 
research showed that people were sometimes ripped 
off by taxi services, so we have been building a net¬ 
work of trusted taxi firms. We are trying all the time 
to understand and anticipate customers’ needs, to

H OLIDAY Extras’ elegant and eco- 
friendly headquarters is next to 
Folkestone racecourse. As a result, 
the few rooms in the otherwise 
open-plan design are all named after race¬ 
courses, with Ascot - not unnaturally, per¬ 
haps - being the boardroom. 

But while the room where the power lies might have 
the top-notch name, there are no signs of an elitist hier¬ 
archy here. The management structure is flat with much 
control devolved onto the individual. 

“I totally believe in giving people more responsibility 
than they might feel comfortable with at first,” said chief 
executive Matthew Pack. “But there is a hell of a lot to 
learn in getting the most out of people. It’s a real skill 
finding out the best and the not so good.” 

The group employs about 800 people, with 370 at 
Hythe. Up to 60 of the latter are seasonal, with many 
returning year after year, proof of a culture designed to 
keep staff happy and, therefore, customers too. 

The deep-seated customer service ethic also shows in 
how many staff start ‘on the phone’ before working in 
other areas, yet readily fall back on the experience to 
help out or pick up overtime when things get busy. 

Matthew himself admits to manning the pumps when 
the company has been flat out. “I’ve done stints myself 
lately and notably during the February bad weather,” he 
said. “That’s the kind of attitude we have here - every¬ 
one just pitches in. The last two months have been 
bananas.” 

He explained that business was 20 per cent up this 
year against 2009, partly through growth in consumer 
confidence, but also increased market share: “Post-reces¬ 
sion, people are worrying more about who they spend 
their money with.” 

The travel trade rates the company highly, as a 
lengthy awards roster shows, but he is also proud of 
good customer feedback via bodies like Which? and with 
Holiday Extras’ regular appearances in the The Sunday 
Times 100 Best Companies To Work For - it is currently 
66th. It is flying high commercially, too. The main Kent- 
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packs a holiday punch 


make holidaying better and easier .” 

The philosophy founded the firm in 1983. It was 
launched as the Apple Booking Company in Ashford by 
Matthew’s father Gerry Pack, formerly with Folkestone- 
based travel and insurance specialist Saga. 

Pack Snr wanted to provide an easy and cheaper way for 
leisure travellers to book an overnight hotel stay at a time 
when the system was clumsy and time-consuming and 
travel agents hated it. 

He created a win-win situation for all by becoming a 
hotel room wholesaler, selling them to agents at a discount¬ 
ed rate that still offered him a profit and delivered new 
business to hotels, commission and less hassle to agents, 
and a better deal for customers - a beautiful relationship 
extended into other travel sectors. 

It was selling travel insurance by 1986 and adding air¬ 
port parking in 1988, later becoming ABC Holiday Extras 
at Smeeth, on the same site now used by KOS Media. 

During the 1990s it started acquiring its own airport car 
parks, but the real take-off came in 2000 with the launch 
of the firm’s own website, enabling it to straddle both sides 
of the holiday business - trade and consumer. 

Matthew recalled: “The internet made it so much easier 
to get in front of the customer. Previously, people would 
book holidays with the same operator or even a familiar 
face at the local agent.” 

Streamlined 

The company name was streamlined to Holiday Extras 
in 2003 and moved into its eye-catching £6m purpose-built 
offices soon after, which won Kent County Council’s 
Building Design Award for 2003-04. Gerry Pack stood 
down as company chairman last year, but IT-trained 
Matthew - one of Gerry and wife Carol’s four children - 
had not been sure he would follow into the family business. 

“It was a thought but, until the internet came along, I 
was totally not interested,” admitted Matthew. “What I 
really wanted to do was run my own software house; to 
write software and distribute it - for free if I wanted. 

“But then I worked at Lastminute.com and that was a 
real eye-opener, with lots happening. 

“And there’s a culture of serial IT entrepreneurs in 
America that I love keeping tabs on. It doesn’t always work 
for them and my father often says 'Be the second guy who 
learns from the first guy’s mistakes’, but wouldn’t it be 
great to be the first and just do it right?” 

Mistakes is not a familiar word at the company. Those 
awards testify to an exceptionally high 30 per cent level 
of customer response to questionnaires - they are asked 
to rate elements of their holiday bookings on a scale of 
one to 10. 

“Very occasionally we might get a poor result,” said 
Matthew. “It’s very rarely a customer service issue, but we 
open a file and sit down with the supplier and try to get to 
the bottom of it. It may simply be down to unrealistic cus¬ 
tomer expectations, but we also look at our competitors’ 
levels of service and know that we do what we do well.” 

He insists that customer service can sustain the compa¬ 
ny’s growth despite industry regression. The holiday indus¬ 
try had been growing five to 10 per cent a year pre-reces¬ 
sion and it has been a boom year for Holiday Extras

despite travel disruption from the Iceland volcanic ash 
cloud and winter snows. But Matthew added: “That growth 
rate simply can’t continue overall.” 

He recognises that people are spending less and are 
more aware of the environmental fall-out from travelling 
long distances, though he thinks some cutbacks in for¬ 
ward booking by the industry for 2011 have been unusu¬ 
ally pessimistic. 

Nevertheless, like many he thought the boom could con¬ 
tinue and bring more regional airports into play, which had 
encouraged Holiday Extras to expand its in-house airport 
parking arm - it now holds thousands of spaces at key air¬ 
ports, but also books places on behalf of other sites. 

But he reckons the downturn has slammed the door on 
Kent’s would-be regional airports at Lydd and Manston for 
the moment. Then again, he’s not the type to concede 
defeat. A keen sportsman, he windsurfs, snowboards and 
skis and is married with two children. 


MATTHEW’S TOP TIPS 

• Learn how to talk to customers - “Many people pay lip 
service to this, but it really is fundamental stuff like ‘have 
you answered the phone well?’ And ‘have you really taken 
on board what they have said to you?’.” 

• Happy staff means happy customers - “It’s a philosophy 
from my father: ‘get people coming through that revolving 
door every day with a smile on their face then you know you 
have a great place to be in - that will be passed onto the 
customer. So many places are just downright depressing. 
“We spend £50,000 a year on free teas and coffees, but it’s 
worth it and when I asked our office manager for a list of 
small things under £200 to make people happy we got great 
ideas: £150 on a table football unit is money well spent on a 
young team who need a break from the web or the phones.”

25 YEARS AGO: HUGHIE Batchelor,

ENGLAND’S run to the rugby World 
Cup final has boosted the sport’s pro¬ 
file around Kent, with hundreds of 
young players now bidding to follow in 
Cath Spencer’s footsteps. 

The women’s game was already in a healthy 
state before the tournament and the county’s 
clubs are now expecting the success of the 
national side to trigger a new wave of players 
at their level. 

With England captain Spencer, Rachael 
Burford and Amy Garnett all progressing from 
club rugby in Kent to represent their country, 
aspiring female players could have no better 
incentive to take up the sport. 

Aylesford Bulls boast the largest female set-up 
in Kent and chairman Roger Williams said the 
World Cup would further swell their ranks ahead 
of the new season. 

As a member of the Kent Regional 
Development Board, though, his main wish is to 
see an influx of new players around the county, 
whether it be at Aylesford or elsewhere. 

“It’s having a very positive impact,” he said. 
“There’s quite a bit of development activity and 
the squad’s just increased, with new players com¬ 
ing in. We haven’t had the wastage we’d normal¬ 
ly have and the sport’s profile has been raised by 
the World Cup. Kent is one of the strongest coun¬ 
ties in the country and the talent coming through 
in women’s rugby is significantly larger.” 

Aylesford’s league programme sees them take 
on Harlequins and Blackheath among others, 
while 15-year-old Florence Williams has already

been called up to represent England under-18s. 

However, they are not the only Kent club 
making forward strides, with Folkestone and 
Beckenham both developing their female 
sections while Tonbridge Juddians are relative 
newcomers to the women’s game. 

Thanet Wanderers, meanwhile, have run 
ladies’ sides for more than a decade and coach 
Maggie Watts believes the World Cup is trigger¬ 
ing new levels of interest. 

She said: ‘We had an influx of players last year 
when it was announced the World Cup was 
coming here. Women’s rugby has got more 
exposure and the tournament was a huge inspi¬ 
ration to our girls.” 

The Kent women’s trials take place at 
Gravesend RFC next Sunday, with Burford and 
England team-mate Maggie Alphonsi expected 
to be among those running their eyes over the 
county’s finest new talent.

THERE are a few big issues awaiting 
the new man tasked with leading foot¬ 
ball in the county, but perhaps none 
bigger than the immediate future of 
Kent’s senior clubs. 

The KCFA announced last week that Paul Dolan 
will take over from Keith Masters as chief executive 
in January, with the intention of making the associ¬ 
ation, which governs and develops football in the 
county, more business focused. 

One of his tasks sitting in an in-tray that’s likely 
to be at bursting point by the turn of the year, is to 
help buck the trend threatening the existence of 
several of Kent’s senior football clubs. 

Attendances for games in midweek highlighted 
that growing problem, with just 121 turning out to 
see the Kent derby between Chatham Town and 
Ramsgate, while just 30 bothered to see a six-goal 
thriller between Sevenoaks Town and Beckenham. 

A number of sides in the last two years have 
sailed too close to the wind for comfort, and while 
some of those clubs must take responsibility for 
their own actions, such as failing to deal with 
unpaid tax bills, Dolan says it’s something he is 
keen to address when he takes up office. 

Attendances 

“The senior clubs are vital to us as a county FA 
and we don’t want to see any of them fold,” he said. 
“We are here to support all clubs, regardless of their 
status and our role is to help and assist where we 
can and I’d encourage them to engage with their 
local communities. 

“It’s highlighted a lot that there are dwindling 
attendances at senior football matches, now that is 
probably a sign of the times and the economic 
climate, but clubs at that level can’t rely on gate 
money alone any more. What we would assist clubs 
with is becoming community focused and not just 
being about that first-team of 11 players.” 

Dolan, who has been with the KCFA for seven 
years as county development manager, 
also sees one of his priorities as assisting 
with the creating of a step six league. At 
present there is no division between the 
Kent County League (step seven) and 
Kent League (step five), which means 
clubs that win the former are unable to 
gain promotion because of the stringent 
ground requirements needed at step five. 

Dolan has experience of playing in the 
County League with Sevenoaks-based side 
Chipstead and he says that a step six 
league is now vital for clubs and the 
strength of the Kent League. 

“Having played in the Kent County 
League, one of the priorities moving for¬ 
ward has to be the creation of a step 
six league,” he said. “The jump from the 
county league at step seven to the 
Kent League at step five is just too big. 

Clubs are winning the County League and 
can’t progress because facilities at

Kent League level are just too big a leap. 

“Trying to push that forward is not going 
to be easy, but for the progression of some 
our clubs, it’s vital.” 

The appointment of Dolan is a clear step 
away from the old-fashioned secretarial 
chief executive, and the 32-year-old will 
now be charged with growing an associa¬ 
tion that is switching its attention away 
from being just a regulatory body, and 
instead getting involved with the develop¬ 
ment of the game in the county. 

“It’s about getting football on the agenda 
for MPs and local councils so they are aware 
of the additional benefits football brings. 
I think it has such an impact and I don’t 
think people are fully aware of it,” Dolan 
said. 

That also includes helping bring money 
into Kent to help improve facilities, still one 
of the big priorities for the KCFA, as well as 


safeguarding playing fields which will be 
under threat from developments such as 
those at Ashford and the Thames Gateway. 
The decline of 11 v 11 football is also a

cause for concern, although small-sided 
football - which has become increasingly 
popular in recent years - is enabling people 
to remain in the game. It has often been 
seen as the poor relation, but Dolan is keen 
to bring it under the KCFA’s remit and 
embrace it for what it is. 

“There is a trend to say there is going 
to be more small-sided teams in England 
than 11-a-side,” he said. “It’s here to stay 
and we need to make sure we are reflective 
of what’s happening. 

“Some say it’s the demise of adult football, 
but I’m not too sure it is. It shouldn’t be 
ignored, it’s here and it’s here to stay and 
we need to make sure it’s appropriately 
governed and developed to contribute to 
what I still think is grassroots football.” 

Dolan will shadow current chief executive 
Keith Masters in January, who leaves after 
32 years’ service. 


McPherson and steed to take on the world 


PREPARATIONS could not have 
gone better for Kent showjumper 
David McPherson as he prepares to 
represent Great Britain in the 
world’s premier equestrian event. 

McPherson will ride his own 
horse, Chamberlain Z, at the 
World Equestrian Games in 
Lexington, Kentucky, and the 50- 
year-old will fly out full of confi¬ 


dence after a strong year in the 
saddle. 

“Our preparation’s been perfect,” he 
said. “He’s a fabulous horse and has 
stepped up to the plate and done 
more than what I’ve asked of him. 

“It’s a huge honour to represent 
your country If I don’t jump two clear 
rounds for the team, I’ll be mortified, 
although it won’t be easy.” 


The Games, from September 25 to 
October 10, are considered to be 
more important than the Olympics 
by many, although McPherson 
admits his ultimate goal is to appear 
at London in two years’ time. 

Based in Nettlestead, near 
Maidstone, McPherson competed 
for South Africa earlier in his career, 
but he is firmly in the British camp 


now and will ride alongside team¬ 
mates Scott Brash, Tina Fletcher 
and Michael Whitaker in Kentucky. 

McPherson said: “The gameplan 
has always been to build towards 
2012 and although this has come 
earlier, [Chamberlain Z] seems to be 
coping. You need to go to the Olympic 
Games with a depth of experience 
and can’t go after just one season.”

THE LADIES European Tour 
(LET) have raised the possibili¬ 
ty of hosting an event at the 
London Golf Club despite turn¬ 
ing down their application to 
host the Solheim Cup in 2015. 

To avoid clubs in the UK competing 
against each other in the final bidding 
process, all interested parties submitted a 
pre-bid document to the LET and UK 
Sport earlier this month. 

After looking at the relative benefits of 
the proposals, the London Club lost out to 
Forest Pines in Lincolnshire. They were 
selected as the UKs preferred bidder for 
the biennial tournament, which is women’s 
golfs equivalent to the Ryder Cup. 

The decision was a significant blow to 
the club, near Ash, which is still waiting on 
a decision from Tonbridge & Mailing 
Borough Council on its plans to build a 
130-bed hotel and leisure facilities onsite. 

The LET were quick to emphasise the 
process may not be completely in vain for 
the course. 

The impression made during bidding 
could be a lasting one, with Mark Casey, 
LET director of operations, saying they 
“would love to work with the London 
Club in the future, they have a great mar¬ 
keting team and facilities”. 

The club have a strong track record of 
holding big events. They successfully 
hosted the European Open on the men’s

the club could at least take consolation in 


European Tour in 2008 and 2009 after 
proving themselves by staging a series 
of tournaments on the Seniors Tour. 

The LET used to be a regular visitor to 
Kent when Chart Hills hosted the Ladies’ 
English Open, which was last held at the 
course near Tenterden in 2007. 

The London Club were unavailable for 
comment, but as Solheim Cup bidders 
they had to show a willingness to stage an 
LET event, which is part of the conditions 
laid down to capitalise on the legacy for 
the winning club. 

While missing out on the biggest tour¬ 
nament in women’s golf is disappointing, 


the reasons which counted against them. 

While Forest Pines’ bid was seen as a 
once-in-a-lifetime opportunity for their 
region, the same view was not taken 
about Kent’s sporting landscape. 

Casey said: “Both clubs are great golf 
courses with superb facilities and it was a 
very tough decision for the three-strong 
independent panel. 

“The panel also took into account that 
Royal St George’s is staging the Open 
Championship at Sandwich next year, and 
that Kent will be heavily involved with the 
London Olympics in 2012.”

Even after more than a year of working in 
the gym to bulk up his slight frame, he looks 
ill-equipped to deal with life in central 
midfield - which in League Two can be more 
akin to trench warfare. 

But helped by a level of composure and 
positional sense rarely seen in someone so 
young, Payne is not often outmuscled. 

After only a few months at the club, 
Hessenthaler is convinced the teenager, who 
signed a three-year contract extension last year, 
has what it takes to reach the Premier League. 

He said: “At 18, his performance last week¬ 
end [against Shrewsbury] was frightening 
and I’m glad we’ve tied him up for quite a 
long-term contract because I’m sure if he 


keeps performing like that I’m sure there’s 
going to be more and more scouts in the 
stand watching him. 

“Personally I don’t think he would be out of 
place in the Championship right now, even at 
his age. If he keeps doing what he’s doing, I 
can see him playing at the top level without a 
doubt in the future.” 

The current Gills boss is not the only mem¬ 
ber of Payne’s fan club. Had he stayed on in 
charge, Stimson suggested he was planning to 
build the entire team around the midfielder 
this season, virtually unheard of for someone 
so young. 

Payne welcomes the faith put in him by the 
coaching staff, but appears genuinely uninter¬ 
ested in taking the plaudits. 

He said: “I think about it, but I just need to 
keep playing because I know how quickly it 
can turn around and be out of the side. I’ve just 
got to keep my head down on the training pitch 
and work as hard as I can on a Saturday. 

“This season is massive for me. Last season I 
was in and out of the side, but this year I real¬ 
ly want to cement my place.” 

Should he stay fit, getting in the side will not 
be a problem and another successful season 
individually could leave Gillingham with a 
fight on their hands to keep hold of their 
hottest prospect. Loyalty can be in short sup¬ 
ply where transfers are concerned, but Payne 
is unlikely to be the one agitating for a move if 
an offer does come in. 

He said: “I love it here, I’ve been here since I 
was 10. I only live 15 minutes away, it’s my 
club and I owe a lot to them.”

“That’s what I need, players from midfield 
and centre-half to chip in.”

KENT head coach Paul Farbrace 
has called for his players to commit 
their futures as “quickly as possi¬ 
ble” in the wake of the club’s rele¬ 
gation to Division Two of the LV= 
County Championship this week. 

Despite a four-wicket win against Yorkshire 
at Headingley on the final day of the 
season, Warwickshire’s 10-wicket victory at 
Hampshire meant Kent were relegated back 
to Division Two, alongside Essex. 

James Tredwell took career-best figures of 
7 for 22, including a hat-trick, while Alex 
Blake hit a maiden first-class century and 
Dewald Nel took nine wickets on his champi¬ 
onship debut, but it proved fruitless as Kent 
make an immediate return to the second tier. 

Understandably disappointed with the 
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prospect of not playing in Division One next 
season, Farbrace denied relegation would be 
good for his side, who, due to financial 
pressures off the field, will begin next sum¬ 
mer with a squad of just 15 players. 

“I don’t like the idea of talking about we 
will be better off in Division Two because I 
want to be associated with players that want 
to be as good as they can be, and wanting to 
play as high as they can,” he said. “I know in 
this team, that is what they want. 

“It may turn out to be beneficial to some of 
our young players, but the sooner we are 
back in Division One and competing with 
the best teams the better. If that takes a 
while to turn around, then we will all 
have to be patient. 

“It’s up to us to fight as hard as we 
can to get back to Division One, but 
whether that’s an imme¬ 
diate return I wouldn’t 
want to say.” 

Some of the club’s 
supporters have reacted 
angrily to comments 
made by James Tredwell 
in his column for this 
newspaper, in which 
the off-spinner said he 
would be assessing his 
options at the end of 
the season. 

Farbrace said he 
understands why 
Tredwell, Martin van 
Jaarsveld and Darren 
Stevens are con¬ 
cerned about the 
future at Kent, but 
insists they are com¬ 
mitted to the cause.

[Tredwell] made some comments about 
reviewing his future and there have 
been some people that are disappoint¬ 
ed he has come out and said that, but 
he has shown in this game how com¬ 
mitted he is to Kent Cricket Club. 

‘You can understand why they have 
said these things, but they have 
shown by their effort and commit¬ 
ment on the field they are desper¬ 
ate to do what they can for Kent. 
“We all know that with the 
club’s financial situation it’s 
going to be very difficult for a 
couple of years, but that

Wings clipped 

WELLING United have been docked five 
league points and handed a suspended 
£5,000 fine after admitting a misconduct 
charge relating to their financial difficulties. 

The Wings were served with a winding-up 
petition in August, having run up HMRC 
debts of £90,000, and they were handed 
their punishment at a Football Conference 
hearing on Thursday. 

Owner Barrie Hobbins said the club could 
appeal, but accepted Welling had given the 
Conference income predictions which they 
could not deliver. 

He said: “As soon as it became evident the 
promised investment would not materialise, 
we made the Football Conference fully 
aware of the position and admitted the 
charges that were laid against us.” 

Welling dropped five places in the 
Conference South prior to Saturday’s 
fixtures as a result of the points deduction. 
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
